SANDY HOOK AND FIRE ISLAND TO BE 
HAVENS OF REFUGE, 


Afrangements for the Transfer of the Well 
Passengers on the Detained Steamers— 
Montreal an Unguarded Spot—The 
Scare in Chicago—Breeding Grounds 

ze the Plague in Hamburg—Scenes 
‘Witneised by a “Post-Dispatch” Rep- 
resentative—London Alarmed at the 
Dangers of Immigration From Russia, 


New Yor«K, Sept. 10.—Although there are 
fve ships flying the flag ofthe plague in the 
tower bay off the city of New York—the Mo- 
ravia, Normannia, Rugia, Wyoming and 
Scandia—the city is not alarmed. New York 
realizes t there is a battle to 
fight againstthe pest and is preparing for 
it. The local health officers are experienced 


erecting immense barracks, into which the 
refugees will move Sunday morning. In 
these barracks they will sleep and eat until 
the quarantine period is at an end. 

**Whoisto pay for all this?’’ Secretary 
Foster was asked. 

‘“‘Oh, the money will come from some- 
where. Ihave no apprehensions in that di- 
rection, fora very rich gentleman called on 
me this evening and said he was willing to 
advance allthe money necessary, and take 
his chances on collectingit from the proper 
source when the time for payment arrives.’’ 

Secretary Foster would not teil the name 
of the man who made this offer, but it is be- 
lieved to be Austin Corbin, and is said to 
have been prompted by a fear that the 
authorities would take possession of his two 
big hotels at Manhattan Beach and fill them 
with cholera refugees. 

As to who was to stand the expense of pro- 
Visioning the quarantine campsecretary 
Foster said that also “as a matter that 
would regulate itself. He intimated that the 
steamship companies whose vessels are de- 
tained would bear the expense. 

The story ofthe twenty-four hours closing 
at supper time had shown many changes of 
ships arriving and being released, and at 
dusk, the vessels in the upper quarantine 
were the Dubbledam, Obdam, Kalser WI1- 
helm, the Columbia and the Wyland. The 
latter was discharged from detention in the 
lower bay at noon and ordered up to pass the 
remainder of the quarantine period in the 
upper bay. 

ON THE NORMANNIA. 

Dr. Jenkins metthe newspaper men this 
afternoon and was subjected toa cross fire of 
questions. The chief topic was the alleged 
lack of fresh water on board the Normannia. 
When Capt. Hebichs charged that the ship 
had been without a supply for two 
or three days after her arrival 
during which time she had to 
depend on the supply in her tanks brought 
from the River Elbe, the doctor said that the 
allegation was true. On the ship’s arrival 
he had ordered her water supply to b>? boiled 
for the purpose of purifying it, as it was the 
business of the Hamburg Line to supply 
water as much as any other class of pro- 
visions. He had notified the company 
to that effect. They later reported 
it impossible to get the water boats to goto

ough and business-like manner possible.’’ 

Secretary Tracy, asthe head of the Navy 
Department, aids Secretary Foster in co-op- 
erating with the State authorities. He 
shared the hopeful views of Secretary Foster. 
Thetwo Cabinet officers held a long and 
earnest conference in Secretary Foster’s 
apartments at the Fifth Avenue Hotel.

THE CAMP AT SANDY HOOK. 

Secretary Foster summoned the newspaper 
men to his parior and announced that he had 
some interesting: and important news to 
communpnicate. 

The hundreds of cabin passengers who 
have been imprisoned on board of the dis- 
ease-laden steamships forso many weary 
days, hesaid, are to be at once removed from 
the steamers and made ascomfortable as 
possibile in a nastily improvised camp on 
Sandy Hook.

NEW JERSEY IN ARMS. 
ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., Sept. 10.—M, 
Hunt, Secretary of the State Board of Health 
at Trenton, has telegraphed Mayor Leonard 
of this town that a hearing had been claimed 
by the State Board from the officials at Wash- 


ington on the cholera nuisance at Sandy 
Hook. The people of this town and Middle- 
town township will take active measures to 


prevent disease from reaching their shorés. _ 
Sandy Hook is tour miles distant across the 


bay. Persons quarantined there could reach 
here by small boats from the Highlands or 
Navasink by a walk of four miies, It will 
require a large military cordon to keep the 
Sandy Hook camp intact.

According to the best official authority the 
advent of the Asiatic scourge was first de-.

the disease. There is no doubt whatever 
that itexisted prior to Aug, 18, although its 
apecite character was not recognized. The 
city is always unhealthy during the warm 
season and intestinal diseases prevail. Sim- 
ple non-malignant cholerine is a frequent 
malady, andthe physicians thought that the 
fatal cases were butasuddeniy developed 
aggravated type ofa non-epidemic dlsorder. 

Noexpert was called to demonstrate by 
microscopical observation the presence or 
even the non-presence in the excretions of 
the patients of the true bacillus of Asiatic 
cholera, the comma-shaped bacilli of 
Koch, and sothe germs were scattered by 
the means of the excretaof the victims, 
who sickened and died in the rookeries along 
the banks of the canals in the heart of the 
c y. 

Aug. 18 was but the date of the awakening 
to the terrible dangers that overhung Ham- 
burg. Thelarger number of Hamburg phy- 
siclans agree regarding the source and dis- 
semination of the epidemic. They scout the 
idea that has gone abroad that Russian eml- 
grants communicated the germs in person, 

NO RUSSIAN STRICKEN. 

**Not a single instance has occurred of the 
lliness of a Russtan, either oo ae Gentile, 
from acholeraic disease,’’ said Dr. M. Piza 
tomethisevening.

**Ifan emigrant had contracted the poison 
before his departure from Russia, it would 
have developed before he crossed Russia. In 
ali probability the germs were introduced 
into the River Elbe by a ves- 
sel, and existing conditions being 
ripe for development, they increased and 
wuiltiplied. The water consumed in Ham- 
burg is generally from the waterworks, and 
itis the worst, or as bad as any in Europe. 
The river has been low and the sewage pour- 
ing into the stream has charged the water 
with poison germs. No doubt cholera ex- 
isted here early in August but escaped at- 
tention, passing for simple cholerine.’’ 

CRUDE METHOD OF DISINFECTING. 

Dr. Weiss of the army. who is stationea at 
Altona, discovered the comma bacilli 
in the vomit ofa patient at the hospital 
about Aug. 21. He was a pupil of Koch. 
Since that discovery all has been done that 
was practicable. 

‘*The percentage of death was about 50 
ten days ago; now the percentage is reduced 
to 35. Ithink the disease will continue with 
@ gradually lessening mortality for several 
weeks.’’ 

In company with Dr. Piza lI visited the dis- 
trict disinfecting establishment and bureau, 
which were typical of twenty or more in 
Hamburg. The gymnasium or public school 
is used, as the school is closed on account of 
the epidemic. There its a building detached 
from the school-houses. It is a large one- 
story brick, with a circular wooden vat 
eight feetin diameter, hastily constructed; 
steam enters it froma boiler erected in the 
yard. Whena case of cholera Is reported by 
the police to the District Bureau four attend- 
ants, uniformed in brown linen, proceed to 
the domicile ofthe patient. Everything ex- 

to the person is removed and carried 
n closed wagons to the disinfector. 

Here the attendants sort the contaminated 
articles, burn all the worthless ones and put 
all the good things in the vat where they are 
steamed forone hour. A solution of subll- 
mate of mercury is also placed in the vat. 
When the steuming of the germs is completed 
the contents of the vatare removed by fresh 
attendants who did not touch the soiled ar- 
ticles priorto the steaming, and they are 
taken out of the buildingthrough a window 
to avoid possible contact with the door 
frames. 

Atintag with a stamped number is at- 
tached tothem when the solled articlesare 
removed from their sick owners, and goes 
through the steaming process with them. 
I saw a number of bundles of soiled clothing 
which had just come in and tbe vat contained 
asofa on whicha boy died this morning. 
fhis system of district disinfection is thought 
to be admirably suited to the exigencies of 
the situation which are beyond the powers of 
the authorities to fully cover. 

A BAD SYSTEM. 


The Government of Hamburg is widely de- 
nounced for its alleged inefficiency, but the 
fact that until within a few days the disease 
revelled in practically unchecked virulence 
was due rather to the cumbrous and antique 
system that prevails rather than to wilful 
neglect. Hamburg still maintains the old 
life Senate and Elected louse of Burghers, 
as in days when the fine city was a powerful 
member of the Uanseatic League. The 
Stadthaus now as then, is . hbavy 
with the atmosphere of precedents 
and customs. Grave Senators arose 
slowly to the requisite height necessary to 
grapple with the public enemy with the vigor 
the German people display in war times. the 
new Stadthaus, which is in process of con- 
struction, claimed precedence in the atten- 
tion of the civic government over a new 
water supply and kindred questions of public 
sanitation. She government is now severely 
blamed for untruthful returns of sickness 
and mortality. Many cases of cholera have 
been unreported, and the same may be said 
of the deaths. The figures, therefore, that 
follow mean but little, 

THE RECORD OF CASES. 


According to the lice reports from 12 
o'clock last night to120’cliock to-day noon, 
thirty-eight sick men were transported and 
thirty-two dead bodies were carried to 
the trenches. During the next twelve hours 
the number may Be multiplied many times, 
or a decided reduction may be announced.

BURYING THE DEAD. 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—A correspondent at 
Hamburg writes thus of the scenes in the 
city: 

Itwas the vast number of funerals and 
the extraordinary character of many of them 
that first attracted public attention, and 
made itevident, in spite of the authorities, 
that an epidemic was raging. 

Every undertakerin the city was deluged 
with orders. 

Immediately following the official an- 
nouncement that cholera had broken out, all 
the carriages that could be secured for the 
purpose were transformed into ambulances. 
The undertakers could not filla tithe of their 


orders. 

Hundreds of bodies could not be permitted 
to lie unburied for days, so the authorities 
hired about sixty furniture vans and beer 
wagons. Some of these conveyances carried 
as many as forty corpses at ong time. 

The grave-diggers at the Ohlsdorf Ceme- 
tery were increased from twenty-seven to 
200, and even then, for a time, were unable 
to compete with the epidemic. 

Orders were given that mourners should 
not be permitted to enter the cemetery. 

This order might as well not be in force. 
Nobody shows any desire to enter the ceme- 
tery. The grave-diggers and the ‘‘corpse 
carriers’’ have it to themselves, and day 
and night they are at their ghastly work. 

On the road to the cemetery are many beer 
hauls and other resorts of entertainment. 
On ordinary days these were generaily more 
or less crowded: Now they are always 
empty. 

One proprietor said to me: ‘‘Wedo nothing 
now but listen to the rattie of the dead- 
cart.’’ 

This is not cheerful music. I have heard it 
at midnight. LKfforts were madeto bury the 
great mass of the victims at night, so that 
the people might not obtain a true concep- 
tion of the strength of the epidemic. 

I asked the chief grave-digger at the Ohls- 
dorf Cemetery yesterday if he knew what 
was the largest number of people buriea in 
one day within the last couple of weeks. 

He promptly said 816. 

When Iasked him how many cholera pa- 
tients had been buried inthe same time, he 
said about five thousand—rather more than

Last night Isaw 20 persons buried by 
moonlight, between1 and 4 o’clock tn the 
morning. It was a picturesque but not a 
cheerful scene.

CANADA NEGLECTS TO PROPERLY QUARANTINE 
HER PORTS. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 10.—The quarantine regu- 
lations at Grosse Isle are not what they 
should be. 

Among the arrivals to-day and yester- 
day were the intermediate steerage passen- 
gers of the Dominion Line steamship Sarnia, 
which arrived opposite Grosse Isle on Monday 
morning last, andalthough the recent rules 
promulgated by the boara required all pas- 
sengers to be detained twenty days, they 
were released in less than four, Most of the 
immigrants were from Great Britain and are 
a healthy looking lot. All of them, however, 
are harsh in their denunciation of the system 


prevailing at Grosse Isle. When the steamer 
arrived it was boarded by Dr. Monti Lam- 
bert, chief medical officer atthe station, and 
a staff of physicians, All passengers and 
crew were Made to pass before the aoctors 
forexamination. Then the 250 steerage pas- 
Sengers were ordered ashore with their 
baggage, being conveyed in scows towed by 
atug. Two hours afterthis fifty-four inter- 
mediate passengers were ordered on shore. 
This order started quiteurow aboard the 
boat. They refused to leave unless the cabin 
passengers went also. The orders were im- 
perative, however, and the crew were 
placed on the scows. 

How they fared on the island is best 
told by Mr. jAlian. Tripp, one of the 
passengers: ‘‘We landed at6 p.m., with 
bedding, steward and food from the Sarnia— 
fifty-four second cabin and about two hun- 
dred and fifty steerage, We, the second 
cabin passengers, including mep, women 
and children, marching singly, were ushered 
into a kind -of cattle shed, 
and here we were forced to pass the night 
without rooms. We had no water on our ar- 
rival and we were forced to wash ourseives 
in the sea or rain next morning. Ali) that we 
had to do was to open our trunks and Dag- 
gage in the open air. No chemicals of any 
kind were used in our lot, at4p, m. on 
Tuesday we had to pass re the doctors

THAT DEATH IN CHICAGO, 


HEALTH OFFICIALS SAY EMPHATICALLY IT WAS 
NOT A CASE OF CHOLERA. 


CuicaGco, lil., Sept. 10.—‘‘The case was not 
one of cholera.’’ This is the statement made 
this afternoon by Sanitary Officer Walter V. 
Hoyt of the Health Office. ‘‘Albertina Lar- 
son did not die of cholera. She died of ex- 
haustion. Lam satisfied in my own mind 
that the case is not one ofcholera, though 
the symptoms may bave somewhat resem- 
bled those of choilera.’’ 

The death of this woman set the whole 
city in alarm to-day. Early this 
morning four car loads of immigrants arrived 
at the Union Depot from Sweden by way of 
New Yorkand Pittsburg. The train came 
here with aclean billof health but the au- 
thorities believed that one of the number who 
died at 1:30 o’clock was‘affiicted with cholera. 
Albertina Larson, 18 years of age, wasina 
semi-conscious condition when the train 
pulled into the depot and the physicians at 


once ordered her sent to 1106 Thirty-fifth 
street, where she wasto havestopped. On 
the way tothe house she relapsed into un- 
consciousness and Dr. Garrett of the Health 
Department sent her to the County 
Hospital. She died on the way. The woman, 
itis claimed, showed unmistakable syntp- 
toms of the dread disease. She complained 
of pains in the stomach, was continually 
gaping and the skin under her eyes showed a 
marked biue discoloration. She was first 
taken ijl at Pittsburg, where she purchased 
medicine. Officer Jones of the Harrison 
Street Station administered stimulants dur. 
ing thei ride to the hospital, but the woman 
radually sank. The physicians ordered the 
rmory ambulance fumigated as soon as it re- 
turned to the station, which was thoroughly 
idone. ‘The party to which the dead woman 
belonged, left Guttenburg, Sweden, Aug. 19, 
and sailed from Liverpool, Aug. 27, in the 
Lord Gough. Nothingis known of quaran- 
pe regerenoee that were enforced atj New 
ork. 

The body of the dead woman was admitted 
to the county morgue and placed in a separ- 
ate room. Theclothing was fumigated and 
deposited with it. Dr. Garrett said after he 
had left the hospitalthat he would not ex- 
prese a definite opinion thatthe woman had 

fed of'cholera, although he stated that such 
was the indication, as there were strong 
symptoms of that disease. He wished to be 
convinced, he said, before expressing an 
official opinion.

The body was 
perfectly dry, which, beyond all question, 
disproves the theory of-eholera. I am cer- 
taintbat cholera could not have been the 
cause of death. There is absolutely no reason 
to suppose it was, and no grounds to suspect 
it. She certainly died of exhaustion conse- 
quent upon her long journey together with 
weakness, the result of bad food, All the 
food she had had in several days was brought 
from Germany, and it was of the roughest 
and coarsest Kind. These two things caused 
death, and I have no hesitancy in saying 80. 
It was not cholera,’’ 

Dr. Reilly, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, goes East to-night with an inspector 
of the city health department to meet and 
inspect an immigrant train due in Chicago 
to-morrow morning. No trouble is appre- 
hended, but it is desired to.learn definitely 
how fully the inspection made on the sea- 
board may be relied upon.

Hospital Superintendent Marks Issues 
an Cffteial Thesis. 

The Mayor yesterday addressed a communi- 
cation to Heine Marks, M. D., Superinten- 
dent City Hospital, requesting him to -pre- 
pare a thesis on cholera for the benefit of the 
masses free from technical medical expres- 
sions and in as simple language as possible 
covering: 

1. What is cholera? 

2. Its cuuse, 

8. Its prevention. 

4, Its destruction. 

The following is a response thereto: 

OFFICIAL CHOLERA INFORMATION. 


Asiatic cholera is caused by Koch’s cholera germ.

In 
warin milk it grows and thrives with rapidity. Boil- 
ing the milk kills the germ. It grows rapialy in milk 
which has been previously boiled and allowed to 
stand; hence the miik sho be boiled immediately 
befcre each meal. In milk it grows without percep- 
tibly changing the fluid. 

In ordinary driaking water it usually soon dies 
from the presence of other bacteria, acids, etc.. but 
in exceptional cases i has sustained itself for a long 
time insuch water. . 

In water which has been boiled it sustains itself for 
a long time; sometimes for months. 

On moist linen the germ thrives. 

Ondry Hnen under favorable circumstances it 
may sustain itself for a long time. 

any articles of fo are favorabie soil for it, 
while any article may mechanically carry itto non- 
infected persons. Any article, food, furniture or 
otherwise, under proper circumstances, may carry 
the germ to non-infected persens. Flies, cock- 
roaches, mice, rats, mosquitoes, bed bugs, etc., after 
feasting on or being about infected material, carry 
the germs that have attached themselves to the in- 
sects, etc , and infect food supplies by feeding on 
the tood or passing over it. 

Render free from cholera 
ately before itis taken intothe stomach by subject- 
ing itto cooking. Live on such articles of food as are 
digested completely and must easily in the stomach. 
Avoid eating late at night, shortly before retiring. 
Keep the stomach acid by taking diluted muriatic

acid after meals and drinking a sulphuric acid lem— 


onade during theday. Avoid overwork, exhaustion, 
excessive loss of sleep, etc. Disinfect the hands 
before meals. 

From the discharges, and sometimes the vomit? all 
infection takes place, hence they should be imme- 
diately and thoroughly disinfected. The soiled 
linens should immediately be immersed in bi- 
chioride of mercury solution, fifteen grains of. bi- 
chloride to a quart of water. The patient should be 
bathed witha mild hichloride of mercury solution, 
two grains to a quartof water, after discharges from 
bowels or vomit. 

The discharges from the patient should imme- 
diately be disinfected with bicholoride of mercury 
and potassium permangatate, thirty grains to a 
quartof water. If the discharges could be boiled 
would be still better. 

In the city where leaden pipes are used for drain- 
age bichloride of mercury will have to be dispensed 
with in disinfecting the discharges, because the bi- 
chloride corrodes the pipe The most effective «ais- 
infectant for the discharges.is chloride of lime. 
After death the bodies should be buried or cremated 
as early as possible. Attendants on cholera patients 
should disinfeet their hands in bDichloride of 
meroury solution, fifteen grains to a quart of water, 
immediately before meals. 

They should not wash their faces in water that is 
not free from cholera germs, and should disinfect 
their hands before washing their faces, 

They should avoid putting anything in their 
mouths exceps properly prepared food. This is a 
caution against holding pins, needles, penholders, 
etc., between the teeth or lips. 

When their garments become soiled with choleraic 
discharges or vomits they shouldbe treated imme- 
diately like the soiled linen. Beds should be cleansed 
with bichloride solution, 15 grains to a quart of 
water, or half-pint of carbolic acid to a quart of 
water, 

The sick chamber should be kept free from all 
flies, roaches, mice, rats, etc., by all means, 

The sick chamber should also "be kept perfectly 


ry. 

After the patient has recovered or has died, the 
room should be fumigated, the floor-and immovable 
furniture and such ‘urniture as will permit sbould 
be washed with tifteen grains of bichloride of mer- 
ecury solution to a quart of water. Such furniture as 
will not bearthe bichloride shouid be disinfected 
with carbolic acid, one-haif pint to a quart of water. 
Alllinen andclothing should be beiled or disin- 
fected, 

Heat is the best disinfectantand should be em- 
ployed wherever it is possible. 

Chioride of limeis the best disinfectant for foul 
places, streets, yards, closets, etc. 

Every quarantine establishinent should be supplied 
with a drying disinfectant chamber. 

All mudholes and damp «pots should be dried and 
disinfected. % 

Moisture should be removed wherever it is found. 

Sidewalks and streets should not be watered in 
time of epidemic. 

All foul material should be removed. 

All the food, Knives, forks, spoons, dishes, etc., 
can readily be disinfected shortly before meals by 
drv heat or boiling water. Thorough inspection 
daily of all meat and vegetable establishments 
should be made and tainted or partially decomposed 
meats or vegetables condemned ordestroyed. All

THEY URGE PROMPT ACTION. 

Col. Lyne 8. Metcalfe and Mr. Selwyn RB, 
Pallen were members of the Citizens’ San- 
itary Committee which had charge of the 
public work of fighting the cholera in 8t. 
Louis during the dread epidemic of 1866 and 
Col. Metcalfe was also President of the City 
Councilatthattime. Both these gentlemen 
are now deeply interested in the present 
local situation, with a cholera in- 
vasion again threatening the country, 
and toa Post-DisrPaTwH reporter yesterday 
they talked very plainly regarding the out- 
look and the necessity for more vigorous pre- 
cautionary work than is being done. Col. 
Metcalfe said: 

‘“‘t am afraid that under the present city 
government this very grave public duty will 
not be performed as it should be, and 
that if cholera obtains a foothold in 
this country it will find st. Louls un- 
prepared. Judging from the work 
already done, the pescens city , officials 
will only make a pretense of precautionary 
measures and in reality do nothing effective. 


They seem to regard the threatening situa-. 


tion merely as affording an opportunity for 
makinga few appointments of inspectors, 
etc., the appointeesto which places very 
probably regard their positions as political 
‘snaps’ where they are not expected to 
work. If St. Louls is tobe made reasonab!l 
safe from cholera different work is demande 
than has yet been doneor outlined, ; 
‘itis foolish to taik aboutthe d@anger of 
injuring the business interests of St. Louis 
by a ‘cholera scare.’ There is no reason for 
a cholera scare, and neveris, sofar as that 
is concerned, but there is reason todoall 
possible to put St. Louis in such sanitary 
condition that, if cholera should come, our 
Geath-rate' from that plague would be so 
low, conmipared to that of Chicagoand other 
large cities, as to itself make the best 
possible advertisement forthiscity. Thisis 
the view that should be takenof the situa- 
tion, with the prospect almost inevitable 
that cholera will develop in this country by 
next spring if not before. :

The Wreck Took Fire and Some of the 
Wounded Burned to Death—List 
Injured and Those Killed 
Scenes of Horror That Accom 
The Calamity—Work of Relief Co 
menced by the Survivors. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—The Fite 
passenger train leaving Boston at 10: 
night for Waltham was changing to anbdther 
track in (front of 
station when the engineer ofa freight com- 
ing from the rear disregarded signals, and 
crsahed into the passenger coach, Ten are 
killed and upwards of twenty wounded, 
The locality is dificutt of access and a full 


story is hard to secure. 


Seven bodies have been taken out’ of the 
wreck and twenty persons have been sent to 
the Cambridge Hospital. The passenger 
train had passed partly over a switch 
when the freight train rushing along on an 
intersecting track, struck one of the crowded 
coaches. The coach instantly took fire. The 
Fire Department was called out and saved 
many lives by the quick work in extinguish- 
ing the blaze,

The force of the collision smashed the 
front end of the  bDoiler and cylin- 
ders and the escaping steam 
added horror to the situation of those 
who were imprisoned.

wires between Boston and the wreck are very 
meager, considerable time is consumed in 
obtaining the details. | 

O. F. Lawson, the engineer of the pas- 
senger train, sald to a reported: ‘‘We left 
Boston promptly on time at 10:15. We 
made our usual stops and at West Cam- 
bridge waited for a 
Watertown branch, Asit wasa foggy night 
the rear brakeman was sont back with a 
lantern to look out for the freight. Iam sure 
he went back, for I myself went 
back acarortwo, It was a fogay night and 
I knew that he could not be too care- 
ful. We had just started ahead when 
I felt the shock of the freight crushing in 
behind. We were only a MUttle way 


trom the station. We were pushed ahead for 


a few feet, andthen I stopped. I can ac- 
count for the accident only by the fact 
that the night was so foggy that 
the engineer of the freight did not see our 
brakeman in time to stop.’’

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CARGO OF ARMS 


Contraband Munitions of War for 
Venezuelan Insurgents. 


The Steamer Carrying Them Detained 
in New York. 


A CASE WHICH CLOSELY PARALLELS 
THE ITATA AFFAIR. 


The State Department cf Washington 
Has No Official Knowledge of the 
Downfall of Villegas’ Government— 
Detention of the Vessel Is Caused by 

omplaint of the Venezuelan Minister 
Preparing for a Ehow of Forcs, 


SHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 10.—Acting upon 
advices received from the Venezuelan Minis- 
ter, Assistant Secretary Spaulding to-day 
directed the Collector at the port of New 
York to refuse clearance papers to the steam- 
er South Portland. The vessel is alleged to 
have on board a cargo of arms and muni- 
tions of war intended for the use of the 
Venezuelan insurgents in their campaign 
against the recognized government ofthat 
Secretary Spaulding’s advices 
were received by telegraph late last night 
and early this morning Collector Hen- 
dricks was notified to begin an investigation 
of the charges, and pending the ascertain. 
ment of the facts to refuse clearance papers. 

During the day Collector Hendricks noti- 
fied the department that papers had been 
refused and that a revenue cutter had been 
detailed to prevent the departure of the 
vessel without proper authorization. 

Tothe Post-DIsSPATCH correspondent Act- 
ing Secretary Spaulding said to-night: ‘‘The 
South Portland has simply been refused her 
clearance papers because of certain allega- 
tions that have been made regarding her car- 
zo. These statements cometothe Depart- 
ment through the Venezuelan authorities 
and from so respectable a source as to require 
a thorough investigation. At present the 
Department has no information on which to 
base an opinion as to whether the 
vessel has violated the neutrality laws 
or not. Ifshe has, of course, she will not be 
permitted to depart, but the mere fact that 
she has a cargo of arms does not necessarily 
imply that they have been put on board 
in violation of law. The Collector in New 
Yorke is acting under the instructions of the 
department, but there has been no seizure of 
the vessel. She has simply been denied her 
clearance papers. I do not anticipate any 
troubleinthe matter. If herofficerscan show 
that she is not violating any law her 
pajiprs will be issued and she will be free to 
proc6&i on her way. On the other hand, ifa 
case is made against her, the Federal officials 
will take steps to have her seized and the of- 
fenders punished. 

‘*The affair is not even remotely connected 
with the ‘show of force’ which it was said 
will be made by the United States war ves- 
sels in Venezuelan waters. The incident has 
noconnection with the attitude of this Gov- 
ernment toward Venezuela, but is simplya 
question of the observance of neutrality laws 
of the United States.’’ 

it is possible that there may be a similarity 
between this case and thatof the Chilian 
transportgitata, though as yet the Depart- 
mentis not in possession of conclusive evi- 
dence to that effect. It is of course important 
to know exactly what faction is repre- 
sented by the parties who have 
purchased these arms and who intend to use 
them. There has been no conference be- 
tween the State and Treasury Departments on 
this matter nor has the Navy Department 
been consulted. it is a question of law under 
certain statutes which make the duty of the 
Treasury Department entirely clear. 
the State nor Navy Department has anything 
to Go with the matter atits present stage. 
Acting Secretary of<the Navy Soley and the 
officials of the State Department all denied 
any knowledge of the South Portland affair 
to-night. Secretary Soley added that it wasa 
matter which came under the exclusive juris- 
diction of the Treasury Department, and 
would not in any event be brought to the at- 
tention of the Navy Department. 

The international aspect of this case will 
attract a great deal of attention here. It 
presents a close parallel to the Itata in 
all but one important particular. 
Upon the imperfect evidence now in 
the possession of the Treasury Department it 
would appear that the South Portiand has 
been fitted out by insurgents to proceed 
against the government of Venezuela, with 
which the United States is at peace. 
The broad principle has been laid 
down by the highest authorities 
on international law that if 
a vessel be fitted out, furnished or armed 
within the waters of the United States, and 
there be snfficient grounds for believing that 
it is done with intent to employ 
it in the service of any for- 
eign prince or State, to cruise or 
commit hostilities upon the subjects or prop- 
erty of another foreign prince or State with 
whom the United States may be at peace it Is 
unlawful under the statutes of the United 
States. The captain and mate of such a ves- 
sel, knowing the character of their 
cargo and its intended purpose, 
are guilty of a misdemeanor and 
can be prosecuted under sec. 5286’of the Re- 
vised Statutes. An important question, 
therefore, arises as to the exact status of the 
insurgents and of the Government of Vene- 
guela. The United States has not yet recog- 
nized the Insurgents as Delligerents, and 
they have, therefore, no right to fit out expe- 
ditions in the United States ports agains the 
Government of Venezuela. 

In the case of the Itata the Chilian Govern- 
ment was divided in two by the secession of 
Congressionalists, and it is now admitted 
there was much reason for believing the 
so-called insurgents ~ to have been 
the real Government of Chill, as 
for regarding President Balameceda as the 
lawful head of the Government, When the 
Itata was seized no one inthe United States 
knew what the power in Chill was, 
with which we were at peace. There 
was just as much reason for supposing 
thatthe Itata was rendering a legal ser- 
vice to afriendly power or that ste was en- 
gaged in hostile operations against one; a 
careful investigation of all the facts in con- 
nection with the affair, which should have 
been made before the Itata was seized, dem- 
onstrated clearly that the United States ,had 
no case. 

The situation had not changed in the 
slightest degree, but the Federal Courts in- 
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prince of State, colony district or people; he 
‘Was simply a Chilian in revolt against his 
Own government and not entitled to recogni- 
tion by the United States. 

In the case of the South Portiand there is 
reason to believe that if she is found to be 
loaded with arms for the use of the insur- 
gents against the recognized government 
she and her owners will be proceeded 
against for violation of the neutrality 
laws. The Venezucslan Government, unlike 
the Balamecedan, has an established status 
as the constitutional government of the 
country and the United States is bound to see 
that no expeditions are fitted out in this 
country against a friendly power. Should the 
South Portland attempt to escape, the duty 
of this government is clear. The United 
States would be bound to seize her. Whether 
as neutral sovereign is bound to pursue 
beyond his territorial watersa belligerent 
vessel fitted outin such waters tn violation 
of neutrality has neen much discussed. 

The best authorities unite in the opinion 
expressed in Wheafon’s ‘‘International 
Laws’’ that it is true 
that it has been held 
in the courts of this country that American 
Ships offending within our jurisdiction may 
afterward be pursued and seized upon the 
ocean and rightfully brought into our courts 
for adjudication. This law has never been 
supposed to draw after it any right 
of visitation or search. The party 
in such cases seizes at his peril. 
If he establishes the forfeiture he is justified, 
if he fails he must make full compensation 
in damages. In view of the fact that the 
South Portiand Is still within the jurisdiction 
ofthe United States,and under guafd itis 
at belleyed any serious complication can 
arise. 

Orders were issued this morning for the 
immedMate sailing of the Philadelpiia and 
Chicago for Venezuela, but these were sus- 

nded, owing to the statement that the 
revolution in Venezuela had been practically 
ended by the success of Gen. Orespo’s 
forces, and official advices were 
awaited. These, however, did not come, 
and this afternoon daActing Secretary 
of State Adee notified Secretary Traty that 
his department was without confirmation of 
the reported success of Crespo. Many de- 
partment officials stated that they were 
awaiting only for this notification to act, and 
itis supposed, therefore, that later in the 
day orders for Admiral Walker to proceed to 
Venezuela will be forwarded to New York. It 
is stated that the orders cannot reach the 
Admiral in time for him to leave to-day, and 
he is consequently not expected to leave be- 
fore to-morrow. 

The latest unofficial reports from Caracas 
were that Crespo, the insurgent leader, had 
taken possession ofthe reins of government 
laid down by Villegas, Vice-President lturbe 
having refused to accept power, and that 
Dictator Urdaneta had fled the country. 

Late to-night it was learned that orders

THE DETAINED STEAMER. 


HOW SHE WAS CHARTERED AND LOADED WITH 


MUNITIONS OF WAR. 

NEw YORK, Sept, 10.—There is lying at an- 
chor just off Liberty Island a steamship 
loaded gown with arms and ammunition, 
which were to be delivered to the 
insurgent army in Venezuela, 
owing to the interference of the 
United States Government clearance papers 
have been refused the vessel, and she Is now 
in charge of a revenue officer. This caseis 
almost a counterpart of the famous lItata 
affair of the late Chillan revolution. The 
Venezuelans began nearly a month ago to 
bring about what they nearly accomplished 


yesterday the clearing from an American 
port of a ship load of munitions of war with- 
out the United States Government hav- 
i:g knowledge or of interfering = in 
the matter. At that time Francisco 
Gonzales, a member or the insurgent 
party in Venezuela, arrived here and at once 
set about securingalotofarms and ammu- 
nition for the use of his party in the rebdel- 
lion. He secured the arms, buying them 
in small quantities at different places so 
as not to attract attention. on 
Aug. 29 Gonzales chartered trom James 
McCaldin of No. 79 Broad street, this city, the 
ocean steamship south Portland, for the pur- 


Gonzales chartered the South 
Portiand for two months, paying for her in 
advance at the rate of $4,730 a month, 
with the privilege of buying her 
at the end of that time for $75,000. The total 
value of the cargo is $26,250. Friday after- 
noon the snip was loaded and ready 
sail. Gonzales felt that he had cov- 
ered his tracks well and no one 
knew what he was doing. With 
his manifest and other papers all filled 
ready to sign, he wentto the Custom House 
in the rush hour to sneak through his clear- 
ance oath, sayingthat the arms were des- 
tined for a port of Spain, Trinidad. 

The Deputy Collector was suspicious and 
took him to Collector Hendricks, where the 
scheme leaked out. The Venezeulan Minis- 
terat Washington heard of the affair and 
asked the State Department to hold the ves- 
sel. Secretary Foster ordered the Oollector 
to bold her. 

This morning when an officer went to her 
dock he found she had steamed away to Lib- 
erty Island and there anchored ready 
to slip anchor and go at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Revenue cutters were 
ordered along side with instructions 
to sink herifshe makesamove. Atfitgt the 
Captain threatenedto sail, clearance or no 
clearance, claiming it was nota filibuster- 
ing expedition but a legitimate mercantile 
voyage. He is now calmer and says he will 
await a decesion.

THE HEAT OF THE SUN. 


It Is Much Warmer Underneath Than at 
) the Visible Surface. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 

How hotisthe sun? That Is a question as- 
tronomers and physicists have been trylug 
for years to solve, but they are not yet satis- 
fled that they know the true answer. In fact 
it may be said they are certain they do not 
know it,although they are able to report pro- 
arose from time to time in the direction of the 
truth. 

The most recent trustworthy investigation 
is that of M. DeChatelier, who fixes the ef- 
fective temperature of the sun at 12,500 deg. 
Fahrenheit. It may, he thinks, be either 
hotter or colder than that figure indicates to 
the extent of 1,800 deg. either way. 

It will be noticed that the latter estimate 
takes off several thousand degrees, 
is a trifle compared with the falling off from 
the estimates of the temperature of the sun 
made by some of the earlier investigators. 
The celebrated Secchi at one time maintained 
that the solar temperature was not less than 
18,000,000 deg. Fahrenheit, but he himself 
afterward found reasons tor dropping down 
to 250,000 deg. 

If M. De Chantelier’s result is approx!- 
mately correct, tnen we can perhaps begin to 


heat of the solar furnace,since it approaches 
comparsion with temperature that we can 
produce artificially. Ihe highest artificial 
temperature has been estimuted by Prof, 
Young at 4,000 deg. Fahrenheit. 

But it must be remembered that there are 
certain arbitrary assumptions, which may or 
may net ove correct, involved even 
inthe most careful investigations of this 
subject, anadthat, at any rate, the sun is un- 
douvtedly mnch hotter underneath than itis 
at its glowing and visible surface.

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DESPERADO JAILED. 


Arrest of a vtorious Highwayman at 
~ Macon City. 


HIS PARTNER IN CRIME ESCAPES THE 
PURSUING OFFICERS. 


Four Sisters Caught inthe Act of Shop- 
lifting in New York City—A Murderer 
Attempts Suicide—Novel Escape of 
an Arrested Eloping Couple—Other 
Crimes. 


MOBERLY, Mo., Sept. 10.—Thetwo highway- 
men, Clark and Denny, who robbed Saloon- 
‘keeper Reigh of $200 inthiscity yesterday, 
were apprehended at Macon Oity this morn- 
ing, and Rartender Moore and a 
Macon City officer immediately — set 
about to effect the arrest of the men. 
They searched Macon and were about to give 
up the quest as hopeless, when they came 
point blank upon both Of them in the yard of 
asaloon. Bothof the robbers were covered 
with revolvers, but, notwithstanding 
this Clark commenced to fire, having quickly 
drawn his reyOlver. The first shot struck 
Moorein the left hand, tearingoffa knuckle 
andcrushing the finger badly. The Macon 
officer shot Clark in the arm, but 
he rushed through the streets, 
firing as he went, and made 
his escape. Denny was captured and brought 
to this city this afternoon. He has the letters 
‘"J. M. D.’’ tattooed on his arm and is almost 
proved to be oneof the notorious Claro gang, 
wanted’ in Hannibal, Louisiana, Quincy 
and other places, for similar robberies 
and probably for murder. The following 
dispatch came from Hannibal this afternoon:

DESPERADO DOC TAYLOR CONVICTED OF THE 
MULLINS MURDERS. 


BRISTOL, Tenn, Sept. 10.—Doctor Marshall 
Taylor of Wise Court House was convicted 
this morning for the murder of Ira Mullins 
and family at Pound Gap last May. 

Slow as the machinery of the law usually 
works, the wheels of justice are turning 
more swiftly now than they ever did in 
this mountain region. Talt Hall has gone 
the way all desperadoes should go, and his 
mortal foe is in a fair way to soon follow 
| from the same scaffold. 

The two men were leaders of rival factions 
and deciared enemies, 

The death of one or both of them ina duel 
was the expected climax of this vendetta. 
But the triumph of law brought one of them 
to the gallows and has enhanceda thousand 
fold the other’s chances of a similar fate. 


A liberal reward was offered for the arrest 
of Hallon account of the murder of Officer 
Hylton, for which crimehe was hanged Sept. 
2, and he was  arressted at Memphis, 
‘tenn. But Hall had become so much ofa 
terror that no one could be found to take the 
requisition papers and bring the outlaw back 
for trial. It was at this juncture that ‘‘Doc’’ 
Taylor cameto thefront and offered to un- 
dertake the dangerous mission. His services 
were promptly accepted, and he not only 
brought his man back, but, to avoid the ex- 
| ciltement, guarded him witha large posse in 
| jailand toand from the court during a trial 
that lasted over a week. 

Allthis time Wise Court-house was ina 
state of selge bya bandof Hall’s followers 
and outlaws from Kentucky, who threatened 
'to rescue Hall. Taylor beaded a heavily 

armed body of citizens, and by presenting a 
| determined front defeated the purpose of 
liall’s sympathizers. 

‘*Doc’’ Taylor’s alllance with his enemy 
the law In the arrest of his greater enemy, 
| **Talt’’ Hall, caused him to carry things with 
@highand blooagy hand among the moun- 
taineers. His last crueland inhuman crime, 
of which he has just been found guilty bya 
jury, was the massacre of the Mullins familly. 

ira Mullins, his wife and two children and 
a driver were returning to Virginia in a 
wagon from Kentucky. Mullins had nearly 
all his possessions with him, including some 
$400 in cash. ihe family were set 
upon in the neighborhood of Pord Gap 
by ‘*boc’’ Taylor and his gang, and 
not one of them survived to tell the tale. 
| Father, mother, childrenandthe driver were 
murdered, their bodies rifled apd the wagon 
robbed of its contents. The news of this 
crime spread rapidly, andthe people of the 
entire country surrounding the scene became 
first alarmed and next united in a determin- 
ation to hunt down ‘*Doc’’ Taylor and his 
gang. EKvery man becamealaw officer, and 
after a pursuit that was close and marked by 
several skirmishes, Taylor was finally cap- 
tured and placed in the Wise County jail. 

One of the last expressed wishes of Hall 
was that his enemy would tread the trap from 
which he himself was to drop into eternity. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


ARRFST OF F. H. HAYES AT LITTLE 
CAUSES A SENSATION. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 10.—The arrest of 
F. H. Hayes at Warren has created a pro- 
found sensation. The charge was for com- 
plicity inthe murder of Martha A. Brockett 
in the town of Bainbridge, Ga., about eleven 
years since. 

From tbe Sheriff it is learned that Hayes’ 
true name is Walter P. Willlams; that he,

years he was joined at Greenville, Miss., by 
his family, from whom he had been sepa- 
rated since his filght from Georgia. Kemuin- 
ing in Greenville'a few months he wentto 
Bradley ~ounty, where he has since resided. 
Williams admitted that he was the man for 
whom the warrant was issued,and stated 
that Durham was the man that killed the 
Woman; that Durham turned State’s evi- 
dence and confessed the crime but said that 
Walter P. Williams had hired him to kill the 
woman and that the other Williams was with 
him when he committed the deed.

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


JOHN WENDA AND CHICK BOONE HELD FOR THE 
THE MURDER OF SEWELL. 


CHESTER, Ill., Sept. 10.—There has not been 
for several years so much interest and 
anxiety centered in an event as in the case of 
John Wenda, charged jointly with 
Chick Boone, a negro, with the assas- 
sination of Theodore or Snick Sewell, 
a well known young man of sporting tastes, 
which took place July 27, and was caused by 
a pistol shot from behind, while he was 
asleep in a sitting position and under the 
influence of liquor. Sewell was a counter- 
part of John L. Sufivan in butid and 
strength, but peaceable in disposition. 
Iie professed to know that John 
Wenda set fire to one of his 
houses to collect the Insurance anda stated to 
one or two friends that Wenda owed him $100 
onaccount of ft. Itisalleged that he made 
severalattempts to collect this amount, and 
in one tnstance Is said to have secured $10 by 
a subterfuge, through an accomplice. Shortly 
afterthishe was murdered and since then 
Chick Boone has been in conference 
With the State’s Attorney and _ detec- 
tives. At the preliminary hearing iast 
Friday, Boone, it is alleged, said Wenda 
was paying him to suppress the fact that 
Wenda had tried to hire Boone to kill Sewell. 
That Wenda did not kill him or Boone had 
not killed him. Other damaging evidence 
of a circumstantial character was presented, 
but the justice discharged Wenda. To-day, 
however, the Sheriff went to his soda factory 
and arrested him on an indictment found-by 
the Grand-jury, and he is now 
in consultation with his law- 
yers, Messrs. Hartzell and Gordon, un 
der guard of two balliffs. ‘lhe State’s Attor- 
ney, R. E. Sprigg, says he will convict him of 
thecrime. Mr. Wenda, who has been an 
honored citizen of Chester for twenty years, 
denies all connection with the affair and says 
it is a blackmalling scheme from end to end, 


SHREWD SWINDLER. 


AN ATTEMPT TO VICTIMIZE ALABAMA BANKS BY 
ANEW SCHEME. 

ANNISTON, Ala., Sept. 10.—A very shrewd 
scamp is workinga nice scheme to victimize 
the banks of Alabama, Hehas hit upona 
new plan, but so far as is known 
his efforts have all been in vyain. _ MTIlis 
method is to forge a draft on.some New York 
bank, send it to a bank in some near-by town 
to have it cashed, and request the money to 
be sent him by express. This morning the 
Security Bank of this city received a draft for 


$1,2500n the Fourth National Bank of New 
York, drawn by a Louisville bank and paya- 
bleto W. C. Wiillams or order. Williams 
sent a letter requesting the bank to send the 
money to him at lronation, Ala., 
where an agent of his would get 
it for him. There was a striking 
similarity between the writing in the 
letter and the signature to the dratt, 
which fact aroused the suspicion of 
Cashier Brown, who wired to the Louis- 
ville bank before honoring the draft to 
know if it was good, The answer 
came immediately that no such person 
was known tothem. Several Alabama banks 
have recently received New York Exchange 
similar to this with requests that they be 
cashed and the money sent by express. The 
matter has been placed inthe handsof de- 
tectives who are now working on the case. 


DISGRACEFUL MILITIAMEN, 


SCANDALOUS PROCEEDINGS OF THREE MEMBERS 
OF A CONNECTICUT REGIME\XT. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 10.—A big scandal 
in one of the local companies of the Second 
Regiment has just come to Hight.

Itis often thought that In 
spring, when rivers are swollen by mel 
snow, river water is purer and safer than 
summer or fall. Recent experiments, how- 
ever, have shown that the number of bact 
in the water supply increases greatly 
the snows are melting on the uplands. } 
also is. known to ve a frequent source of 
polsoning; hence, while the water that ts 
used may be pure the ice that is put intot¢ 
often renders it noxious.

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PRAYER AS A CHOLERA PREVENTIVE, 


The German Emperor has again startled 
Europe by an amazing order forbidding 
public meetings for prayer for the abate- 
ment of cholera. The reason he assigns 
however, is worth consideration. He holds 
that such practices breed a superstitious 
reliance upon Providence and a consequent 
neglect of practical human measures. His 


that God helps those who help themselves. 

Although many will find in this queer 
edict another proof of Wilhelm’s insan- 
ity, there are those who will, on the con- 
trary, think ita very sensible bit of des- 
potism. In many Russian communities 
the people looked upon the cholera as a 
visitation of Providence, which must be 
suffered without any irreverent interfer- 
ence from the upstart virtue of cleanliness 
or the proud endeavors of science and com- 
mon sense, The consequences are seen in 
an appalling death rate and an unmanage- 
able plague. TheCzar’s army is said to be 
appreciably weakened and the Empire’s 
strength impaired by this ssacrifice to ig- 
norance and superstition. 

Whether or not prayer ever keeps off an 
epidemic is a question which need not 
here be considered. The fact that all races 
have resorted to it has some weight as evi- 
dence in itsfayor. But every one will ad- 
mit the shrewd wisdom of Cromwell who, 
in one breath exhorted his soldiers to trust 
in God and keep their powder dry. There 
is something bracing ina firm conviction 
and a belief that back of one stands a deity 
personally interested in the enterprise in 
hand. But manly convictions of this kind 
are possible only among people intelligent 
enough to know the virtues of dry pow- 
der. Cromwell’s Ironsides 
headed, sensible men with unbounded 
faith in prayer. But they wisely provided 
againstany lapse in providential guar- 
dianship by a strict discipline and a mi- 
nute attention to military details. 

William of Germany cannot be accused 
of irreverence for heisa very religious 
man. But he knows thatamong the ig- 
norant prayer is prone to degenerate into 
a mere formula. He, therefore, empha- 
sizes the second half of the Cromwellian 
injunction, and when the crisis is past, 
will observe the first by enjoining public 
thanksgiving for the escape of the sur- 
vivors. Of course it may be asked, why 
not work and pray, too, but experience 
has proved that ordinary men cannot do 
two things at once and do them well. Be- 
sides we have ‘scriptural warrant for say- 
ing that there is a time for all things. 

On the whole this order is a remarkable 
and unwonted ebullition of good sense. 
The Emperor has something inhis head 
besides medieval ghosts and barbaric 
ideas. On this occasion, at least, he has | 
‘*gumption,’’ aquality particularly useful 
in cholera times.

RIVER WATER AND WELL WATER. 


A lady subscriber asks why the Missis- 
sippi River water, containing im, every 
gallon forty grains of mud polluted by 
the sewage of all the cities above us, is 
recommended as healthier water for drink- 
ing than well water which is so -clear and 
pure looking, and which is so cool and 
pleasa™t to th» taste. She insists that an 
inspection of the sediment precipitated on 
the ba Npm,of a washtub full of hydrant 
water Wwould| inake anybody turn with a 
shudder from kuch'2 drink and prefer the 
clean, palatable water of acity well sit- 
uated among the worst possible surround- 
ings. 

Water may be, and often is, clear, cool 
and palatable; free from any bad smell or 
taste or visible impurities, yet having the 
power tv afflict with fatal disease those 
who drink it. Itis one of the established 
facts of sanitary science that the clean 
looking water of wells and springs con- 
tains, nearly everywhere, more dangerous 
impurities than the dirtier looking water 
of ponds and rivers. The very filtration 
through the earth, which gives spring 
water or well water its seeming purity, 
may charge it with mineral salts, and fre- 
quently with the poisonous products of 
decomposed animal or vegetable sub- 
tances, without aifecting the taste or 
smell. 

Impurities in solution are all the more 
dangerous because they can be detected 
only by chemical process before their 
deadly work has made known their pres- 
ence. Impurities held in suspénsion, as 
the mud in our river water for instance, are 
comparatively harmless because they are 
visible to the naked eye, because they ab- 
sorb or assimilate other impurities and 
help to make the filtered or settled water 
purer when the mud is taken out of it. 

All the waters on or in the earth are 
contaminated more or less with mineral 
substances or the products of animal 
or vegetable decomposition, but the water 
of rivers, lakes and ponds is the purest 
because it is more diluted with water 
fresh from the clouds. Moreover, impur- 
ities are oxidized and soon rendered 
harmless in contact .with the oxygen 
held in solution in running rivers, 
and sewage which would permanently 
poison a hundred wells soon becomes 
harmless in a stream large enough to turn 
a mill. If the impurities with which the 
earth under this city has been impregnated

The indefinite dilution of poisonous mat- 
ters ina frutining stream, and their de- 
struction by oxidation in such well aerated 
water 1s a well established fact, while the 
medical records tell of many a fatal epi- 
demic unmistakably traceable to wells or

An Lllinois farmer who is worried over 
the low price of wheat and the high price 
ef clothes asks the Post-Dispatcu to ex- 
plain why it is that in 1858, when freight 
rates were much higher, he got $1.00 a 
bushel delivered at the siding, and can not 


order is the equivalent of the old saying .get more than 60 or 65 cents in 1892. 


Well, in 1857, under a so-called free trade 
tariff, we had free gold and silver coinage 
and no obstacle was put in the way of 
trade. The price was the natural one, 
that is, it was madeina free market and 
with no legal restrictions. The English 
and other Europeans who had goods to sell 
were allowed tocome to America and swap 
those articles for the farmer’s product. The 
farmer had the whole world for a market 
and innumerable bidders for‘ his wheat. 
Besides, he was not compelled by law to 
buy his implements and goods in a partic- 
ular market on pain of a heavy fine. 

But the war came onand changed things. 
It was necessary to raise an extraordinary 
revenue and the system of fines Was intro- 
duced. The farmer was fined whenever 
he bought anything made abroad. This 
worked very well as a revenue measure. 
The Government reaped arich harvest of 
dollars and carried the war toa successful 
conclusion. 

Meanwhile, however, certain individuals 
saw great opportunities in this system of 
tax-gathering. They saw how they could 
make the farmer pay the fine to them, and 
when the war was over persuaded Congress 
to retain the war system. Two years ago 
they got complete possegsion of the field by 
practically forbidding all competition on 
pain of confiscation. They were given an 
absolute monopoly in many things and 
enormous advantages in others. 

As the supply of gold in England and 
other nations of Europe is little if any 
more than is required for home uses the 
people of those countries are obliged to 
buy food with manufactured products, 
and, as they were barred out of the United 
States, turned to Canada, Australia and 
India for their wheat and other food. 

The American farmer is, therefore, more 
dependent on the home consumption of his 
wheat fora market at a time when he is 
producing a larger surplus than he ever 
produced before. And, while his produce 
brings no more than that of the pauper 
farmer of Russia or India, he is required 
to pay for all he buys just what American 
monopolists choose to extort from him. 

This is a kindergarten description of the 
workings of a protective tariff which is 
merely an ingenious device of the pluto- 
crats to catch the farmer coming and 


going. f 

CHAIRMAN ROOSEVELT has an unequalled 
opportunity to make himself conspicuous 
again and perhaps do some good work in 
the causeof civil service reform. Chair- 
man Hackett of the New York State Repub- 
lican Committee has sent circular letters 
to the postmasters of the State demanding 
of each the names of twelve good service- 
able Republicans who can be depended 
upon, The letter concludes with the as- 
surance that prompt compliance will not 
be forgotten.

He Discusses Zimmerman’s Work on 
the Pneumatic Tire. 


NO TROTTER WILL EVER EQUAL THE 
BICYCLIST’S QUARTER-MILE RECORD. 


iifen and Horses Will Continue to Lower 
Records—Mr. Bonner’s Experiments— 
Gossip for Wheelmen— Athletics—Dun- 
can Harrison Taunts Sullivan—Ova- 
tions to Corbstt—Geneéral Sporting. 


New York, Sept. 10.—A.reporter visited 
Robert Bonner, the well-known trotting au- 
thority, athis home iast evening and in- 
formed him of Arthur A. Zimmerman’s won- 
cerful feat of riding a mile ona pneumatic 
safety wheel at Sprinefield in 2m. 6 4-5s. 
with a fiying start. Ever since 
the pneumatic wheel first made its appear- 
ange in this country at bicycle meets and the 
re ds dropped by the way side one after 
another, Mr. Bonnerhas kept his eye on 
the performances of the wheelmen and has 
more than once predicted that the trotting 
men would have to look to their laurels or 
the wheelmen wouid beat them. 

WHERE WILL IT END. 

After reading the dispatch Mr. Bonner 
Said: ‘‘Well, itis simply wonderful, There 
is no telling where it will end, either with 
horses ormen. Since July 20 this year, when 
the first pneumatic tulky was used in a race, 
there has simply been a revolu- 
tion in trotting records. One strange 
thing aboutthe new wheels with these ball 
bearings is that the horses are not tired a bit 
aftera fastheat and can repeat again and 
again. They seem to push the horse along; 
there is no vibration and they are 
from three to five seconds faster at 
least than the old wheel. There are 
two of these new wheels at Fleetwood 
now and I was watching the marvelous work 
done -with them this afterhoon. I told Mar- 
vin, the driver, thatI was goingto get two 
or three of the new wheels, but he advised 
me cto wait, ashe said he knew of a number 
of improvements that were being made and 
that I would be ina better positionto judge 
then.’’ 

HIS EXPERIMENTS. 

When asked if he did not think the 
present pneumatic wheel which varies from 
28 to 32 inches was not too small he said: 
*‘*‘Yes, thatis just my idea, andIam having 
the Bidwell Cycle Co. make me two sets 
of wheels, one set of #6-inch and one of 48- 
inch. As soon as these are ready I will test 


them with one of the regulation pneumatic 
sulkles, such as are in use now. Charles 
Caffery of Camden, N. d., the man who 
makes ailthe sulkies used by fast trotters, 
is building one for me now. Ue tells me 
that it will contain all the latest 
improvements, and I have told him to 
use his own judgment as to what sized wheel 
he willuse. Whenthethree wheels are all 
ready I wili make a thorough test of them at 
my three-quarter mile track at White Plains, 
and the public can then judge as to which is 
the fastest wheel. 
PEERLESS MAUD 8. 

When Maud 8. made her mile at Cleveland 
in 1885 in 2:08% she used a sulky with a 56-inch 
wheel. This I still consider the fastest mile 
ever made by a trotter, as it was madeona 
regulation track with an old-fashioned 
sulky. You might justas well compare gas 
with the electric light or the old-fashioned 
Stage coach withthe modern express train 
as the perfermance of a horse ona kite- 
shaped track hitched to a pneumatic 
sulky with a horse trotting under the 
oid condition. When the tpneumatic 
sulky was first sentto Detroit @very driver 
pooh-poohed it. Finally Geerstried it on a 
horse that had never made a mile faster 
than 2:26. Hetook him outand first hitched 
him to an old-fashioned sulky. He drove him 
in 2:26. After a short rest he tried 
him to a pneumatic wheel and drove 
him in 2:21%. Then he hitched him tothe old 
wheel again and drove him in 2:27 ana after- 
ward went back tothe pneumatic wheel and 
drove him the fourth heat in 2:22. 

THE WHEEL MAKES THE AORSE. 

**He used it inthe race the next day and won 
easily. Everyone saw that it was the wheel 
that did it and instantly everyone wanted 
one. Now the company which makes them is 
simply overrun with orders. It is just as* 
though a horse had a running-matetakingail 
the weightaway trom him. Everyone knows 
that with a running-mate some horses can go 
from three to ten seconds faster.’’ 

**ZIMRAY’’ THE WONDEREUL. 

Going back to Zimmerman again, Mr. 
Borner said. ‘‘it was not until the 
other day when Zimmerman rode a quarter 
of a mile in 27s. that I really thought the 
mike trotting record wasin danger. ThenlI 
befame convinced that it was bound 
toi* go soon if a fiying 
start was made, and sure enough 
Zimmerman has done it. -I consider his 
quarter mile performance the most marvel- 
ous thing lever heard of. Senator Stanford 
timed Sunol a quarter in 2942 seconds, which 
is the fastest time on record for a trotter, 
and I don’t believe a_ trotter will 
ever equal Zimmerman’s record “for 
that distance. But I may be mistaken. 
‘*There is nouse of anyone predicting any- 
thing nowadays as some new invention may 
come out and change everything. Zimmer- 
man is a wonderfully fast rider and his work 
on the track lately .bas been simply phe- 
nomenal.’’

All Differences Forgotten and a United 
Front Presented — Stevenson Rouses 
the Hoosier Democracy—Reid and For- 
aker Heard — Payne of Wisconsin 
Snubbed by Carter—Reid Addresses 
Ohio Republicans — Political News 
Notes. 


NEw York, Sept. 10.—Ex-President Cleve- 
Jand’s visit to New York was apparently not 
only satisfactory to himself but had the effect 
ofenthusing that class of Democrats who 
doubted the wisdom of their leader’s pro- 
Jonged absence from the front. The situa- 
tion had become strained. It reguired the 
presence and active interest and co-opera- 
tion of the .candidate himself to bring the 
lines into shape. The result was so gratify- 
ing allaronnd that Mr. Clevelaud has de- 
termined torepeat the visit -soon. It is 
stated by Mr. Whitney to-day that the ex- 
President will probably be here two 
or tbree times before returning finally 
Yor the season. While itis generally under- 
stood that thistrip hada direct relation to 
the widening breech between Cleveland and 
Hill, its purpose quickly assumed a broader 
scope. It embraced a close and circum- 
stantial review of the Democratic situation 
in New York and a general inspection of the 
progress of campaign preparation and move- 
gents throughout the country. 

‘*Within the last forty-eight hours,’’ said 
Mr. Whitney, his black derby cocked forward 
upon his glasses, ‘‘We have gone over with 
Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan theentire State situation 
in detail. Anumberof Chairmen of County 
Committees have been present and succinct 
reports have been had from. nearly 
every countyin the State. These are very 
gratifying. They showthat the work of or- 
ganization has been conducted with energy 
and success and that everything is working 
harmoniously toward a sweeping Democratic 
victory this fall.’’ 

Through Mr. Whitney’s glasses everything 
3s lovely. When asked about Hill he ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied that whatever 
Jack of harmony might afflict the other side, 
**We are all right.’’ 

The presence of Hugh McLaughlin was the 
most significant event of yesterday’s series 
of political conferences.

Smith, Mrs. Lockridge and venerable Gen. M. 
B. Matson, formerly Secretary of State of 


Indiana. At Greencastle Junction, Clover-. 
dale, Quincy, Gossport and other stations 
along the route people were gathered at 
the station, and whenever a stop was 
made Gen. Stevenson showed himself 
on the car Fo da and shook hands with 
them. At Elletvilie a reception committee 
from Bloomington, JInd., boarded the special 
car. It was 1:30 when the vice-presidential 
candidate reached the Hoosier namesake of 
his Iilinois home. A committee numbering 
two thousand or more was at the station to 
greet him and cheered as he left the car. 

After dinner Gen, Stevenson was escorted 
to the Court-house square, where a crowd 
numbering 4,000 had gathered, including 
not only residents of the town, but 
hundreds who had come in over 
the railroad and from the farming districts 
of the country. There was also a good sized 
delegation from Brown County. 

A cheer went up and the vice presidential 
candidate began tospeak. ‘The crowd, in its 
eagerness to hear the speech he had to de- 
liver to them, pressed about and climbed into 
the band stand and the talk was interrupted. 
But order was at last restored and Gen. 
Stevenson, after getting a fresh start, spoke 
on the political principle of Democracy with 
more than usual vim and earnestness. In 
the course of his remarks he said: 

‘‘Over in Brazil, just before the last presi- 
dential election, the workingmen were told 
that if they would vote with the Republican 
party they would be able to g® to their work 
every day with their dinner pails filled with 
bread and meat and an abundance of all good 
things. Some of them voted with the Repub- 
lican party, andthe Republican party gave 
them the McKinley bill. They haveno more 
bread and meat than before, butthe Repub- 
licans have gone to work and puta tariff on 
their dinner pails.’’ : 

The speaker next attacked the 25 per cent 
tariff on wheat and other cereals, telling the 
the farmers that it offered no protection, as 
they had to sell in the market of the world at 
prices fixed by supply and demand, but had 
to buy at prices raised by the proeective 
taritt. 

Gen. Stevenson was listenedto with close 
attention by his great out-ot-door audience. 
When he finished he was driven directly to 
the train which brought himto Terre Haute, 
There wasa meeting here to night at the 
Wigwam which has been erected by the Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans of the city jointly 
for campaign uses. The structure seats 2,000 
people, but at least 3,000 squeezed into it, and 
there was a ood sized crowd outside. 

Gen. Stevenson was escorted to this meet- 
ing place by a squad of torch bearers, about 
2,000 employes of the Sandford Fork and Tool 
Works and a Dann. 


PECK’S REPORT. 


NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEE UNCOVER- 
ING THE FACTS. 

New York, Sept. 10.—The following state- 
ment regarding Labor Commissioner Peck’s 
report has been given out from the Demo- 
cratic National headquarters: 

When Mr. Peck’s recent report was made 
public the Committee on Literature of the 
National Democratic Campaign Committee 
did not consider it called for any attention 
other than that which it was receiving in the 
press. It was not felt that Mr. Peck’s stand- 
ing as a statistician was sufficient to call for 
any formal attempt to refute the conclusions 
of his report and it was considered that 
its hostile political animns was so evident 
and that both its substance and the time 


and methoa its pubHcation made its purpose 
so plain that no intelligent man would be 
mislead by it. But the fact that President 
Harrison has seen fit to dadignify the report 
by citing it asan authority in his letter of ac- 
ceptance, has put the matter insuch a light 
thatthe committee feels called upon totake 
official notice of it. 

Mr. Peck stated toa representative of the 
committee, who was sent to Albany immedi- 
ately after the publication of the report, that 
he would be zlad to submit the methods em- 
ployed by him in its preparation to the 
examination of any commitiee appointed for 
that purpose. In an interview published in 
aNew York paper he made the same prop- 
osition. the committee believes that, no 
sufficient investigation can be madeof the 
basis of the report withouta full disclosure 
of the names of the manufacturers supplying 
the returns upon which it is clalmed to be 
based, and that no public officer has the 
right to treat such returns as his private 
property. The manufacturers who have in- 
creased their wages so generously, accord- 
ing to Mr. Peck’s report, cer- 
tainly can have no motive for 
concealment. Those of them who desire 
Republican success should certainly have 
every disposition to elveas much publicity as 
possible to any increase of wages which they 
have made. Specific instances of the in- 
crease of wages which Mr. Peck claims to 
have been made on such an extensive scale, 
the committee is reacgy to submit to a 
thorough investigation, butin the absence of 
specifications, no credit can be given to such 
claims, The Committee on Campaign Liter- 
ature has therefore deemed it proper to send 
representatives to Albany to get from Mr. 
Peck all the information as to the 
methods and data of his investigation. which 
he may be willingto disclose and to makea 
formal demand upon him for any informa- 
tion or returns which he may withhold. 
Messrs. J. Schoenhof, the well-known writer 
on economicsand statistics; KE. Ellery Ander- 
son, the well-known member of the Néew 
York bar, and Edward F. Mcsweeney, who 
has long been prominent in labor organiza- 
tions and is well known to labor men, have 
accordingly been asked to act as a committee 
to make such investigation, and have con- 
cluded to do so. The following letter has 
been addressed to Mr. Peck and delivered at 
his office:

CYCLONE AT MARION, IND. 


Two Men Killed and Others Injured— Fatal 
Runaway—Other Casualties. 


MARION, Ind., Sept. 10.—A very damaging 
cyclone swooped down upon this city late 
last night, doing incalculable damage. The 
most disastrous reminder of its  pres- 
ence was the wrecking of the exten- 
sive pulp mill here. The regular 
night force, fortunately, had been laid offa 
week ago, so that only seven men were at 
work when the cyclone struck the building.

BEHRENS BABE 


Mrs. Mantell Alleges That Her 
Husband Was Its Father. 


The Scandal Involving Robert Mantell 
and His Leading Lady. 


THE IN¥ANT SAID TO HAVE BEEN BORN 
IN ST. LOUIS. 


Investigation in This City Develops a 
Mystery Shrouding the Whereabouts 
of Miss Behrens at the Time the Child 
Was Alleged to Have Been Born—Com- 
plete Allegations Made by Mrs. Man- 
tellin Her Fetition. 


In the Mantell divorce suit, now agitating 
theatrical circles in New York City, St. Louls 
has become the center of interest as the lo- 
cation of the most sensational charge made 
in the suit. 

Mre. Margaret A, Mantell is the plaintiff in 
the suit and Robert Mantell, the handsome 
romantic actor, the once great Loris to 
Fannie Davenport’s Fedora, is the defend- 
ant. 

The grounds stated in the suit are alleged 
undue intimacy between Mantell and Miss 
Charlotte Behrens, nis leading lady fortwo 
Seasons past, whois now supporting him in 
**The Face in the Moonlight’’ at Proctor’s 
Twenty-third Street Theater in New York. 

Among other charges made, the plaintiff 
states that defendant has acknowledged to 
her that onthe night of Nov. 3, 1891, a child 
was bornto Miss Behrens in St. Louls, and 
that he, Mantell, had paid all the expenses 
of her illness at that time. 

Mrs. Mantell, whose stage name is Mary 
V. Sheldon, is now applying befor® Justice 
Beach ofthe Supreme Court, through Howe 
& Hummel, her lawyers, for counsel fees and 
alimony of $100 per week pending her sult for 
absolute divorce. 

Specified instances of Mantell’s alleged in- 
fidelity are given by his wife as having oc- 
curred at Toronto, Canada, and Toledo, O., 
in 1891. But the most damaging charge ad- 
vanced is that of the alleged birthof the 
child in St. Louls, 

CORROBORATIVE EVIDENCE. 

An investigation of this charge, so far as 
could be done locally, was made by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter yesterday, It developed 
a decidedly strange story. 

The whereabouts of Miss Behrens in 
St. Louls for two days preceding the 
date of her alleged giving birth to a 
child, and for two days following that date, 
seemto be shrouded in strange mystery. 
On Nov. 5, 1891, four daysafter the Mantell 
Company arrived in St. Louis, Miss Charlotte 
Behrens registered at the Lindell Hotel, 
sick, but without a baby, if one 
had been born. That she wasin St. Louis 
previous to that date, which fellon Thurs- 
day—is an established fact, because she had 
appeared at the Olympic Theater 
supporting Mantell on Sunday and 
Monday nights of that week. On 
Tuesday morning she was reported as sud- 
deniy ill, and appeared no more that week. 
But it was Thursday before she registered at 
the Lindell, and there seems to have beena 
successful effort toconceal the secret of her 
stopping place up to that day. 

On Saturday night, after the last perform- 
ance for the week, Miss Behrens left the Lin- 
dell with others ofthe Mantell Uo., sick, but 
still without a baby. 

The double mystery, therefore, seems to 
to be the whereabouts of Miss Behrens in St, 
Louis from Sunday, Nov. 1, to Thursday, 
Nov. 5, 1891, and the disposition made of the 
baby which Mantell, according to his wife’s 
petition, acknowledges was bora in St. Louls 
on Tuesday, N6yv. 3, 1891. 

MANAGER SHORT SEEN.

VANCOUVER, British Cotumbia, Sept. 10,—

Ex-Chief Justice McClure Denounces 
Arkansas Election Methods. 


ITS UNFAIRNESS MAKING FRIENDS FOR 
THE FORCE BILL. 


Judge Clark Will Begin a Personal Cam- 
paign in Texas This Week— Michigan 
for Cleveland—Kansas Party Leaders 
—Mr. Springer Says the Germans Will 
Surely Beat Gov. Fifer. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 10.—Judge John 
McClure, ex-Chief Justice of Arkansas, who 
is regarded by the Republicans here as the 
constitutional lawyer of Arkansas, has been 
asked by several newspaper men during the 
past week to give his opinion of Arkansas’ 
new election law. In every case he has re- 
fused to say anything aboutit until this after- 
noon when requested to do so by a POSsT- 
DIsPpaTCH correspondent. The Judge said he 
was out of politics but the election law was 
one In which every citizen of the State felta 
deep interest, and that his opinion was 
simply that of an ordinary citizen. 

‘‘Many persons have expressed great 
satisfaction with the new election law, and 
knowing that youagrea Republican, I would 
like an expression of opinion from you about 
the law?’’ asked the Post-DIsPraTcH corre- 
spondent. 

‘“‘The law has many defects, from my 
standpoint,’’ replied Judge °‘McOlure. 
‘«First, the entire election machinery of the 
State ought not to be placed absolutely 
under the control of the members of 
one political party. The act of 1891 
made the Governor, Auditor and Secretary 
of State, ex-officio, a Board of Election Com- 
missioners and clothed them with power to 
appoint three election commissioners in each 
county, who were clothed with the power of 
appointing the judgesand clerks of election 
in each preciact. By the terms of the act all 
members of the State Board belonged to 
one political party, and the persons con- 
stituting it are empowered to select the 
county boards. Itistrue that the law says 
the persons constituting the county boards 
shall not all belong to the same political 
party, but the law also declares that the con- 
curring vote of two shall decide all questions 
pefore them, so that the power conferred 
upon the board might as well have been con- 
ferred upon two persons in the first in- 


stance.

WORK THAT KILLS. 


OCCUPATIONS DANGEROUS TO THE MEN 
ENGAGED IN THEM, 


-_e—_—o_—_- 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

My lady, delicately tracing embroidery upon 
fine linen, knows nothing, and cares less, 
about the men who fashioned the needle she 
holds in her tapering fingers. But those men 
shortened their lives in the making of it. 
Perhaps by the infinitesimal fraction ofa 
ser nd for that particular needle, but when 
they ground it and poHshed it they inhaled 
into their lungs the invisible particles of 
steel] that flew from the whirling stone, Con- 
sumption is a very common disease among 
needlemakefs. 

Hiluman life isthe cheapest thing on earth. 
‘*How many lives will it cost?’’ Is a question 
that never enters into the calculation of 
architect, tzidge builder, manufacturer—of 
any one who supplies the necessities of the 
world, forwards its progress or adds tolits 
comforts. Human life is theone raw mate- 
rial of which the crop néver fails, in produc- 
ing which there are no strikes. And while 
there are a vast number of trades and manu- 
factures in their very nature dangerous to 
life, you cannot induce the men who work at 
them to take up other occupations. Not even 
the offer of higher wages will tempt them, 
Which goes to show thata man has as little 
regard for bis-own life as any one elsé has 


for it. 

No need to mold lead into bullets to ma Ke 
itdeadly. Workers oflead, house painters, 
artists, gilders,calico printers,ty pe-founders 
and typesetters, shot founders, potters and 
braziers will tell you that. So will the work- 
men who handle vulcanized rubber, those 
who wrap goods in tinfoll, eventhe fishmon- 
cers who handle lead counters covered with 
brine. Lead poisoning, next to alcoholic 
poisoning, is perhaps the commonest toxic 
condition. And ‘‘aleoholic poisoning’’ is 
vulgarly known asa ‘‘jag,’’ soit is easy to 
judge of the frequency of chronic lead polson- 
ing. ‘*Lead colic’’ is almost as prevalent as 


(that other colic that rouses the happy father 


and sets him to pacing the floor with his 
squalling son and heir. 

When a man suffers with chronic lead- pols. 
oning his indigestionis disturbed. He has 
noappetite, and his skin usually takesona 
pecullar yellow hue, His gums show a char- 
acteristic blue line, which is sulphide of lead 
deposited there. He has painsin his joints 
and ofttimes paralysis. His paralysis usu- 
ally affects the extensor muscles of the hands 
and fingers, and so produces whatis popu- 
larly called ‘‘drop-wrist.’’ Oncein awhile 
lead-poljlsoning affectsthe brain. A case is 
recorded where a painter suffering from it 
thought he saw ‘‘wind-bags blown up to look 
like men,’’ and other apparitions which 
made remarks to him and caused hima great 
deal ofanxiety. With all due deference to 
the medical faculty, it would seem doubtful 
whether talk about ‘‘wind-bags blown up to 
look ike men’’ should betakKen asan evi- 
dence of insanity.

Phonographers, makers of hair dyes and of 
marking ink handle a great deal of silver, 
Their lot might seem to be very enviable, but 
in those cases the silver is the nitrate or one 
of its various other compounds. It Is ex- 
tremely liable to change the color of the man 
who handles it, particularly that much of 
him as is exposed to the light, First the 
nails and fingers, and then his handsand 
face turn trom white to grayish blue and 
then to black. ‘That must be extremely an- 
noying. Such a man, like the Prince of 
Morocco in ‘‘The Mérchant of Venice,’’ 
would be ‘‘misliked for his complextion.. 
Besides, he would suffer from all sorts of con- 
stitutionai effects very much like those that 
follow lead poisoning. 

Copper is another metalthat it is mighty 
dangerous to handle habitually. It breaks 
down the health of those who work in it.Cop- 
perenters intothe composition of any num- 
ber of alloys, into the common bronzing pro- 
cesses, intothe lilacand purple fires ofthe 
pyrotechnistand into many pigments. A 
green line appears on the gums of the ufffor- 
tunate poisoned by copper. So that if one 
has a desire to ornament his gums he has at 
least the choice of his colors—blue with lead, 
green with copper. Antimony is another 
health destroyer, at leastsofar as men are 
concerned, ‘‘Kermes mineral’’ contains an- 
timonious acid. itis used in vulcanizing 
rubber. Type founders are also exposed to 
the deleterious effects of antimony. 

But however unhealthfully antimony acts 
on men there has long prevailed an fdea, the 
truth of whichis doubtful, that antimony 
givento animals improves their condition. 
Says one old author: ‘‘A horse thatis lean 
and scrubby, and not to be fatted by any 
means, Wi become faton taking a dose of 
antimony for two months together. <A bour 
fed for bacon and having an ounce of anti- 
mony given him every morning will become 
fata fortnight svuoner than others put into 
the stye at the same time and fed in the same 
manner, but without the antimony.’’ 

itisan undoubted fact thatin Brunswick 
the breeders of fat geese adda small quan- 
tity of antimony tothe geese’s food as a tra- 
ditional custom, 

Matchmakers—by which is not meant for- 
tune-seeking mothers, whose pursult is, how- 
ever, sufficiently hazardous—are engaged in 
& most dangerous occupation. So, of course, 
are those who make phosphorus itself. The 
fumes of phosphorus have a peculiar ten- 
dency. They cause necrosis of the bones of 
the face, particularly of the lower jaw. When 
& matchmaker is poisoned by phosphorus he 
might as well make up his mind to live, ifhe 
lives atall, on liquid food. His lower jaw- 
bone loses all vitality and his teeth decay 
and fallout. Besides the most profound con- 
stitutional syniptoms manifest themselves. 
Chronic phosphorus poisoning is sometimes 
suddenly fatal. Turner and Olliver relate 
the case of a. girl, 14 years old, who, after 
working four yearsin a phosphorus factory, 
was suddenly affected and died comatose. 

Arsenic, so deadly in acute poisoning, is 
also greatly dangerous to those who use it in 
their daily work. Much cheap wali-paper !s 
colored with arsenic. Chronic poisoning by 
it, in itsearlier stages, is particularly dis- 
agreeable. The eyes, nose and throat are tn- 
llamed sothat the patient continually com- 
plains of having a coldin hishead, A cold in 
the head was not one ofthe ten plagues in- 
flicted upon the Egyptians—probably because 
they haa done nothing to deserve such a ter- 
rible infliction, As arsenical poisoning pro- 
&resses the person suffering with it is sali- 
vated. He shows nervous symptoms, his 
limbs may be numb, or, onthe other hand, 
painfully awake to the slightest sensation. 
He faints, he has convulsions, he dies of ex- 
haustion, 

Nitric acid is employed asa solvent for tin 
in making dies: by engravers to etch copper; 
in the manufacture of gun cotton; in the 
gilding trades, and in preparing the felt for 
hats. The fumes of it are more irritating to 
human throats and Inngs than is a red rag to 
abull,and they cause no end of bronchial 
jnd catarrha! affections. The workers in 
Aarious branches of trade suffer from the 
wumes of ammonia. They cause inflammae 
tion of the eyes anda peculiar skin disease, 
which it has been suggested may be due to 
the formation of a soap by the union of the 
ammonia With the liquid of the lubricatin 
skin glands.

BOXERS WILL FIND IT A USEFUL ESSAY 
ON THE ART. 


The Young Oalifornian Tells How He Ac- 
quired His Skill and Science—He Be- 
l‘eves in Dodging Rather Than Parry 
ine—-How to Escape When Cornered— 
Sullivan Showed His Hend in the First 
Round—A Scientific Fighter—Mra. Cor- 
batt Gives Hor Ideas and Sensations as 
the Wifa of a Champion—What Mrs. 
Corbstt Thinks of Her Boy. 


The following interesting article was writ- 
ten by Mr. James J. Corbett, the champion 
ofchampions, for the SUNDAY POsT- DISPATCH, 
on histrip up from New Orleans, and was 
telegraphed to this paper from Birmingham, 


Ala., last night. 

BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 10.—It is rather a hard 
matter for a man totell how he would act in 
certain moments of danger, therefore, you 
will realize how difficult it isto answer your 
request fora statement of how a pugilist 
makes an attack or defends himself from at- 
tack. Itisaitogether according to circum- 
siances. Some boxers are small and active 
and others large and slow. Some have pow- 
erful left hands, while others rely upon the 
the right. There are noset rules either for 
attack or defense. 

A boxer to be successful must study his 
man as an artist studies the subject for a 
picture, 
giving your own points away. Study twoor 
three different counters for every blow so 
that your opponent will not know which one 
toexpect. Keep any plan you have formed 
well in mind and wait for an opportunity 
to use it. 

Thus, if you see that in swinging his right 
an opponent leaves the right side of his neck 
unguarded. lay foracross counter with your 
right. It may not come fora round or so, 
but when it does come do not forget for an 
instant what’ to do. Do not get rattled and 
try with yourleft. Map out your battle like 
the generalofan army and donot changeit 
unless the conditions change. 

HOW TO BECOME PERFECT. 

It would be hard to tell just where I learned 
the tactics that I use In the ring. I think I 
have learned a point ortwo from every man 
lever put up my hands against. They would 
have a few things with which I was not fa- 
miliar, then after the bout I would gotomy 
room orthe gymnasium and practice them 
until I got them down fine. Since I first put 
on the glovesI have been ambitious to De- 
come perfect as a boxer. Hence I have studied 
every point as it arose and forgotten none of 
them. 

NECESSARY POINTS, 

Early in my experience I found that a sure 
judgment of distance and a quick eye were 
absolutely necessary to make the good boxer. 
] practiced for months: to acquire them. I 
used to allow the boysto swing for me to see 
how nearly I could estimate their reach. 
Practice enabled me to gauge the “blows so 
closely thatl could feel the wind of their 
gloves on my face. Then again in practicing 
for quick eye sight I would allow them to 
lead straight for my face. When the blow 
came within sixinchesof my nose I wouid 
duck and it would pass over my shoulder. I 
consider quickness of eyesight and ability to 
judge distance the first reguisite of a good 
boxer. I believe thatto be more important 
than the principles of attack because it is 
comparatively easy to repulse an attack if 
you have good eyesight and good backing 
ability. ; 
ELUSIVE TACTICS. 

There are very few in the world able to hit 
a good boxer in the face with a stragiht lead 
when the boxer knows what is coming. He 
will duck his head sideways before you can 
land every time. I never saw a 
boxer in my life, butI tried to get his good 
points; 1 can tell them quick enough too. 
Karly in my experience I used to be fond of 
parrying blows. I found that they would 
sometimes get through my guard in spite of 
everything. Thenibeganto rely upon my 
legs and my eyesight. I foundita great deal 
better plan. If I was not sure of what a man 
intended to dol found it the best plan tostep 
to my rightand keep away until | sized up 
my opponenent’s intentions. 

HOW TO KEEP SAFE. 

if the reader of this will put up his bands 
fighting fashion and let some agile man 
dance around inacirele to his left he will 
find how hard itisto land any kind ofa blow. 
}.y present style of Squtins is made up more 
or less of the styles of all fighters instead of 
hanging toone style. I always try to have 
several to fall back upon if necessary. If I 
find that Ican do more with an opponent by 
standing still and letting him come to me 
I will not shift a foot. If I 
sce that my opponent is disposed 
to stand still I will goto him. ‘‘Nine pugil- 
ists out of ten rely upon parrying blows, in- 
stead of estimating distance and getting 
away. Idothe latter because I believe it to 
be the best and surest way to get behind an 
opvonent’s guard, About the only time I 
ever parry a blow is when Iam cornered and 
the rope will not allow me to get back.’’ 

TACTICS WHEN CORNERED. 

The reader who has seen many fights will 
know that nine out ofevery ten pugilists when 
they corner an opponent will hit for his face 
instead of his stomach. Idonotknow why 
they do this, but 1 know it tc be a fact. 
Possibly they bave a knock-out in their 
mind. At any rate they will bang away at 
the face and let the stomach alone unless it 
comesto a clinch. I always remember 
this when cornered and throw my arms 
in front of my face like a 
lettered and upward in time to throw off my 
opponent’s blows. Of course I have often 
been hit when cornered but 1 have generally 
managed tokeepciear. One thing of which 
jam rather proud*is the fact that I have 
never in all my experience been knocked 
down,and I firmly believe this to be because I 
almost aways suift back or to one side in- 
stead of parrying. 

HOW HE FOOLED ST LLY. 

It isa comparatively easy matterto dodge 
a man like Sullivan. 1do not want tobe mis- 
understood. Nomanevermadea gamer or 
more manly fight than he, but he was en- 
tirely too heavy on his feet to catch an active 
man, I firmly believe that it was anventirely 
new experience for him to find a man who 
was not afraid of him and one who gave him 
giaré for giare. Whenever his eyes turned 
green and he looked especially furious I 
would make it a point to go in and mix up 
with him just to let him know that I was not 
afraid of him. This, 1 think, surprised him

A few moments later the 
fight came toanendand I was 
the victor. I have received almosta thou- 
sand telegrams of congratulation since 
the fight.

AFTERTHOUGHTS. 


Battle. 


Mr. Authur Brisbane of New York, the well- 
known descriptive writer, an admirer of Sul- 
livan, writes the following clever analysis 
ofthe big battle forthe SunpaAY Post-DIs- 
PATCH. This article was received by special 
dispatch to this office last night. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—For years to come 
10,000 men who saw that great national 
tragedy, the overthrow of Sullivan, will sup- 
ply to admiring crowds their version 
of the fight. There is, however, 
really not very much to say 
about it.” Corbett is three inches taller than 
his adversary and much longer in reach and 
could hit Sullivan and sullivan could not hit 
Corbett. Once upona time Sulilvan’s great 
fighting characteristic was a combination 
of viciousness, strength and quickness, 
which enabled him to‘*rush over his 
opponent, beating down any apparent advan- 
tages in the way of physical construction 
which the latter might possess by the power 
of his sheer brutal energy. On Wednesday 
that characteristic apparently had left 
him, 

WHO IS SUPERIOR. 

It cannot be proven that at any time in his 
career he was Corbett’s superior. That ques- 
tion must be settled by the fighting 


work which Corbett shall do hereafter. 
Nothing in Corbett’s past achievements jus- 
tifles the belief that he was born Sullivan’s 
equal. The mostof the scientific boxers ib 
New York have repeatedly declared that in 
Sullivan’s prime Corbett would have 
been no more a match for him than 
any one of the long list of men whom he en- 
countered. After the second round, which 
Corbett devoted to studying his adversary, 
rushes 
by Sullivan, which resultedin nothing, and 
an almost endless series of squarely deliv- 
ered blows by the wonderfuily skillful Cor- 
bett. , 
HARD TO FINISH. 

From the fighting point of view the most 
astonishing feature of the fight was the vreat 
number of Dlows which it took to finish up 
Sullivan in spite of the latter’s age and re- 
ported unfit physical condition. This fact 
speaks wonderfully, of course, for Sullivan’s 
vitality and courage. It also implies, how- 
ever, alack ofthe Knocking out element of 
Corbett’s blows. Had Sullivan possessed 
the skillto pay back Corbett with anything 
like his old strength one in ten of the 
biows Which he _ received from him, 
there is no question out Corbett would 
have been Knocked out as any other man 
would have been and foralongtime. A man 
of greater quickness than Sullivan and lack- 
ing the Dulldog character which made him 
stand up and take punishment as rapldly as 
chose to give it have made 
it necessary for Corbett fighting as 
he did on Wednesday to fieht a much.longer 
battle. Todo that it would not have been 
necessary for the imaginary opponent to pos- 
Sucha 
man as Mitchell or Greenfield could un- 
doubtedly have made a fight iast much 
longer than the greatest fighter ever born 
succeeded in doing. 

CORBETT’S DRIVING POWER. 

Corbett’s failure to get in a Knock-out blow 
with so manv opportunities afforded hiin 
does not necessarily Iimply,althoughit would 
lead the average man to suspect, the lack of 
the requisite driving power. (ntil the 
very end of the fight Corbett fought 
with extreme caution, which he was, of 
course, bound to do, with the money of his 
friends and his future prosperl y staked upon 
the result. Every biow delivered was con- 
trolled, and perhaps modified astoits force, 
by the thought uppermost in Corbett’s mind 
that he must get away and out of Sullivan’s 
reach immediately afcer it. A blow delivered 
in that fashion wilitell of coursein the long 
run, butit must lack the convincing effect 
which follows an effort made by the man 
with no idea in the whole world exX- 
cept to knock off his adversary’s 
head if possible. Sullivan’s blows were 
biows ot that kind. in the old 
days when he used to eliminate men in tiree 
rounds when his left shot out for his adver- 
sary the only thought which occupied the

WHAT KILRAIN THINKS. 


The Old Foe of Both Corbett and Sullivan 
AnalyZes the Fight. 


A pugilist criticising @ prize fight Is a nov- 
elty which the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH pre- 
sents toits readers to-day. The following 
article was specially written for this paper 
by Jake Kilrain, ex-championof the world, 
and telegraph ed to this office last night, 


NEW York, Sept. 10.—I was very much sur- 
prised at the result of the Sullivan-Corbett 
fight but more especially at Sullivan’s in- 
ability to hit Corbett. I had prophesied all 
along that Sullivan would win, in factI did 
not see how he could lose, but the unex- 
pected always happens they say. 
it certainly did this time. Sulllvan’s mode 
of attack did not suit me. Instead of rush- 
ing like abull at Corbett he should have 
walked around thering after him and fol- 
lowed himup atalltimes. This has the ef- 
fect of drawinga manon, AS your opponent 
retreats follow him up steadily all 
around the ring, It is bound 
to get him nervous and force hiia to 


lead. This is what Sullivan should have 
done. He wanted Corbett to lead in order to 
getin his right hand with his famous knock- 
out blow. Not that Corbett did not lead olten 
enough for Sullivan, he led most too often as 
itafterwards proved, but his leading was 
from the offensive position and not from the 
defensive, and there’s all the difference in 
the worid between them, 
COKBETT THE CLEVERER, 

I have always allowed that Corbett was a 
lot cleverer than sullivan, who should have 
known it too, but apparently hedid net, for 
by his tactics he didnot appearto give Cor- 
bett credit for knowing anything about the 
business atall. Hecontinued to make those 
rushes at Corbett with which he was accus- 
tomed to beat down weaker men. I 
was nore surprised at Corbett’s 
hiiting than at 

else. I belleved 
be able to hit Sullivan 
pretty muchas he pleased, by this I mean 
tapping him light cracks every now and 
I gathered this from my experience 
it, but i 
never thought Corbett could hit hard enough 
to lick Sulllvan. 

WEAK SECONDING. 

Of course, nobody knows what 
Sullivan was getting from his seconds. 
should have cautioned him and told him, 
anyhow after the sixth round, that his 
tactics were wrong. l understand 
that sullivan is not bull_headed when 
he is fighting and that he usually acts. upon 
the tips given him by his seconds if he has 
condnence inthem. Casey, of course, does 
not Know much about fighting, but Liney 
Tracey is a fair man and there are no better 
than Jack mcAuliffe anywhere. I should 
think they would have cautioned him, and I 
believe thoy did, but that is one of the things 
no one will ever know authoritatively. 

Of one thing lam sure, no man could have 
exhibited worse judgment than Sullivan, 
while on the Otner hand Corvett’s 
heau work Was the best I have ever heard of. 
Heisa wondertully clever fighter. It is im- 
possible to tell what tactics the men had 
each decided upon -when they entered the 
ring. NoOmancantellhow he is going to 
fightuntil he sees how the other man is 
fighting, but, as faras ican judge, I believe 
Corbett did not Intend totake the offensive 
at first and was prepared toact on the de- 
fensine until he had tired sullivan out and 
then try todo him up. This has generally 
been ac@epted as the only way to beat sul- 
livan, Dut Corbett proved differently. 

SULLIVAN’S CONDITION. 

There is no use in saying that Sullivan was 
not in condition. Ie was, because unless he 
was he could never have fought @w hard tight 
for more than an hour. Yet he was not the 
man he was three years ago, WhatImean 
isthat a mancan’t do the things Sullivan 
has and keep in good condition, § It 
is out of the question. ihen he has 
had a good many things to worry him.

BANTAM’S BUDGET. 


The Famous Pugilistic Authority Reviews 
the Great Fight. 


The following article on the great carnival 
of fists received atthis office last night by 


special wire from New Orleans, is from the 


pen of Frank McEnerny (Bantam), the well- 


known pugilistic writer and friend of 


Corbett. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 10.—Champions 
are made and unmade in the great Olympic 
Club ring, More New York coin is now In the 
coffers of a few brave, gentlemanly Orlean- 
lans who had sense enough to play the short 
end, Itis not necessary to be tough to win 
the championship of the prize ring. The 
tale of a nineteenth century gladiator was 
told in twenty-one rounds at the Olympic 
Club last Wednesday night. 

Though beaten, and though he refused to 
receive me when he arrived inthis city the 
last time, I am not going to be small with 
the renowned Bostonian. It is my aim to be 
fair, and I will try to be that way as long as I 
live. John L. Sullivan’s defeat at the hands 
of’ James J. Corbett lifts the prize ring 
heavens high, and every decent follower of 
pugilism should rejoice at the ascendence of 
the brave Californian. The battle was a 
beautiful piece of artistic work, and proved 
beyond cavilthat force isasecondary consid- 
eration, compared with science and ring gen- 
eralship. Corbett’s beautiful maneuvering 
in the roped inclosure was fully deserving of 
the loud cheers it drew down from the wisest 
mouths that ever gave vent to praise fora 
fighter. Sullivan need not now be salcdto 
have gone back, for he never was clever 
enough to punch out such a Napoleon as the 
Adonis of the ring proved himself to be. The 
champion looked likea big work-mule be- 
side his finely-drawn and handsome ad.- 
versary, and when he attempted. to 
land his right he was as far out 
of the way as Adam was from 
heaven when he fellontheapple. The great 
strength of Sulllfvan was all there, but his op- 
ponent had more of it in stock, and that was 
plainly shown inthe early clinches, long be- 
fore the ‘‘big fellow’s’’ strength began to 
wane, I have so often said that Jolin L. never 
in his life met the equalof Corbett that itis 
needless to repeat it now, but those of the 
spectators Who saw the Boston boy ficht 
Ryan and Kilrain should be well able t8 judge 
of the truth of my assertion. Neither of the 
two Londou ring rule victims of ‘‘Blucher’’ 
could possibly have lasted longerthantwelve 
rounds in front of Corbett. 

The punishment that Sullivan received was 
something wonderful. He was Iiterally 
jalbbed to pieces, though his magnificent 
strength stood by him very well. Ihave 
Often heard it said that when the ‘‘needie’’ 
would Deapplied to Sullivan he would turn 
quitter. A greater mistake was never made. 
He isas gameamanas can be. Ile was up 
to his man, too close, always, and his very 
good heart carried him tnto very much dan- 
ger too often. lle would not move out 
of harm’s way for fear someone would think 
that he didn’t litke to be hit. Lad he used 
better judgment he could ‘have lasted five 
rounds longer, but he could not have changed 
the ultimate result. Whe goddess of retribu- 
tion was before him in the person of lompa- 
dour Jim, and defeat was written in every 
left hand jab. In fact, there never was ua 
moment during the whole battle when Sull!- 
van looked like he had more thanan even 
chance, and few times looked that way. 

It is not likely that pugilistic epistolizers 
will have very much more to say about the 
Boston strong boy. So while he is fresh in 
the memory of the people a parting word 
about him wiil not be reckoned amiss. While 
Jim Corbett’s victory elevates the prize ring 
to a high pitch, itis but just to admit that 
with ali his faults Sullivan ts the possessor of 
some virtues. He Wasan honest man. What 
more need be said Of anyone? This same 
fault-laden ex-champion has been fighting 
for the past ten years ana in 
that time no inan has been abie to point the 
finger of crookedness at his door. He could 
have made a million dollars in two fieiits had 
he desired to ‘‘throw down’’ his friends, but 
such a thought never entered tits head. Is 
not that a crowning feather in tls puyilistic 
cap? He fell before temptations like his fore- 
father, and doubtless will fallagain, but he 
was a man of his word and his word was his 
bond. Adieu, John L.

Ue Knocked all the fight out of 
Billy Myer last Monday night in fifteen 
rounds, and such rounds as they were held 
the vast assemblage that witnessed them in 
breathiess suspense.

**Ifthis cholera scare was out of the way 
I’d play the bull side of wheat,’’ remarkeda 
trader. He voiced the sentiment of a large 
number of the local talent. This leaning 
towards the bull side has become quite con- 
spicuous of late. It is not confined to St. 
Louis, as Chicago and New York advices in- 
dicate the same feeling exists in those two 
markets. The stubborness with which wheat 
refuses to break, with all the unsettling, not 
to say demoralizing, scare news on cholera 
that appears in the papers and comes in over 
the private wires, has infused a more confi- 
dent feeling into the bulls and pulled 
some of the late short sellers 
off the bear side, The former 
and some of the bears, also, are beginning to 
calculate upon the pestilence bulling wheat 
before long. They say the European buyers 
will have to turn to America for supplies, as 
the Baltic ports will in all probability be 
quarantined against, andthere are no other 
countries that can send them wheat, outside 
the United States. They, however, lose sight 
oithe fact that the rigid quarantine now ex- 
ercised on this side will restrict if it does not 
finally entirely prevent vessels from arriving 
here from other countries, more especially 
from ports where contagion exists or is 
feared. The surprisingly heavy clearances 
from this country that have continued so long 
on this present season for one thing keeps 
them from viewing this matter from that 
standpoint, and these exports have also 
gone along way towards reviving the pres- 
ent change in present sentiment. A larger 
proportion than is usual of these 
clearances in ._the shape of flour, 
and the dullness abroad and the desul- 
tory buying of foreigners on this side are not 
atall encouraging, but the fact that between 
2,000,0% and bu is going out of 
this country in the shape of wheat ané@ flour 
causes a yood manytocalia halt in selling 
short at present low, if not cheap prices.

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The cotton market has been rather quiet 
and was slow in responding to the most po- 
tent influences. There was not much dis- 
position to buy and the market was in need 
of a constant stimcuius in order to sustain 
values. Such help was given the market 
early in the week by a better feeling in 
liverpool, where the demand was better 
from spinners, and the general trade 
situation a little more hopeful, and 
hy the bullish Government report 
made public yesterday. ‘he reports of the 
spreading of the cholera, on the other hand, 
was aconstantiy depressing factor and there 
was not much action to the market.

Texas. The market, locally, has been with- 
out life, only 404 bales reported sold during 
the week, and there was no change in quota- 
tions.

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The hay market for the past week has 
shown little change in values, all grades 
ranging in value about the same as at the 
close of the preceding week.

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New York Produce Exchange Reporter: Dur- 
ing the past yearthe United States Depart- 
mentof Agriculture has been represented in 
a number of European countries by a special 
agent charged with the duty of urging the 
use abroad of Indian corn as human food. In 
June a statement from German official 
sources was presented showing the heavy in- 
crease in our shipments to that country as 
the resultof this effort. The trade returns 
of the fiscal year just ended also bear 
witness to the effective work which has 
been done upon this tine. During the 
twelve months ending June 30, 1892, we 
shipped 73,768,672. bu of corn, valued 
at $40,623,517, against 30,768,213 bu, valued at 
$17,652,687, during the preceding year. A 
comparison of the trade of the past six 
months, however, will show more forcibly 
the results which have been accomplished. 
From Jan. 1 to June 30, 1892, we sold 55,554,173 
bu, valued at $29,058,452, against 11,609,195 bu, 
valued at $7,791,825, for the same period of the 
previous year. Arsiother gratifying factis to 
be noted. Heretofore, when our shipments 
of corn abroad have been large it has been 
Sold at alow price. Thus, in 18, the only 
year in which exports were as large as those 
of the past season, the average price was 
only 41.7c, while the average price received 
for the shipments of 1692 was 55.ic per ba.

One very good reason for thinking there 
may be something substantial behind the 
present movement isthat the New England 
is rapidly being forced into the position 
where it must act or beannihilated. The 
encroachments of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford during the past few months have 
meanta great deal to New England. The 
New Haver company has absorbed the Provi- 
cence & Boston and the New Engiand Termi- 
nal Co. Its acaulsition of the Hoosatonic is 
belleved to be only a matter of time. 
The New Engiandad’s New york en- 
trances are now confined to the New 
York & Northern and a devious 
route across the Hudson River and down the 
west sllore to Weehawken, whenceconnection 
is made by ferry with New York City. The 
JPresident of the New Engiand speaks cheer- 
fully of its terminal at Norwich, from which 
point connection is made with New York City 
by steamboat. But Norwich asa terminalis 
an euphemism, 

The aggressions of the New Haven manage-

If there 
isany group of stocks which would not be 
affected by the cholera, it is the industriais.

CARBONATE CAMP. 


The Outpat of ths Smelters for August— 
Strize in th» Glass Fendery—Ths Ton- 
tine Group—tihe Evans District—The 
Grey Eagie—Local Mining Notes. 


LEADVILLE, Colo,, Sept. 10.--There was @ 
slight falling off last month for smelter re- 
turns, but this was due tc the fact that the 
American was closed down with its six 
stacks for several weeks. All this is now 
remedied and the smelters areall running 
full blast, sothat an increased product will 
be noted at the end of September. In the

During the past week some very good 
strikes have been made. It has just been 
learned that the Glass Pendery people have 
madea big find in their property, having 
disclosed a 2-foot vein of ore running nearly 
ounces silver to the ton. But 
few particulars are yet to be 
obtained, but itis learned that the discov- 
ery is a big one and was made directly under 
a 9-foot body of léw grade iron ore. 

Work was recently resumed on the Tontine 
group in Independence district and along 
tunnel is now being driven. So far no d!s- 
coveries have been made, but the outlook Is 


excellent, 
THE EVANS DISTRICT. : 

Since the recent big strike in the valley and 
Pawnolas the Big Evans District seems to 
have taken new Hfe. Quite a number of old 
and formerly important properties have re- 
cently been examined and arrangements are 
now being perfected to start upa number of 
these. The latest venture, and a very impor- 
tant one, is the probability ot starting up the 
Midnight, a mine that only a few years 
ago was a most valuable one, It Is 
well known that good ore exists 
in this mine ata great depth but too much 
water caused a suspension of operations be- 
fore and it is believed that the water can 
now be gotten under control and the mineral 
reached. 

The water has been entirely cieared out of 
the Chicago property and the management is 
now following a well defined streak of good- 
looking ore. Steady shipments will ensue in 
the near future. 

The strike made in the First National prop- 
erty and mentioned in last week’s PostT-DI1s- 
PATCH, was followed later by the catching 
the extension of the same vein on the oppo- 
site side of the shaft.

THE PEOPLE WHO HELP TO CARRY ON 
THE CAMPAIGNS, 


Men Who Sit in the Ante-Rooms Waiting 
for Drinks, and the Keal Workers—How 
the Party Tastes Differ—The Wonder- 
ful Bow of the Hon. James Oliver. 


NEW York, Sept. 10.—The two big political 
engines which are driving the National Dem- 
ocraticand the National Republican cam- 
paigns have got limbered up anc have settled 
down to steady work, but they have not yet 
struck anything like their full running 
speed. Itwillbea matier of several weeks 
yet before they begin to get in their fast 
paces. From that time it will be for both of 
them asteady acceleration of impetus until 
the early days of November, when they wil 
crash head on into each other, and one of 
them wil! have the fun of wading out of the 
ruins of the other. 

There will be days of sweaty toll for both 
engineers and stokers prior tothat moment 
of general smash. Justat presentthe days 
are, comparatively speaking, days of elegant 
leisure. If youtakea look into the Republi- 
can National headquarters at No. 518 Fifth 
avenue, or into the Democratic National 
headquarters at No. 139, in thesame street, 
the impression conveyed is one of peaceful 
composure. Theclash of the typewriter is- 
heard in each, to besure, and there are vistas 
through irOn cage doorsof open desks and 
menin shirt sleeves. Fromaway up aloft 
there comes down to youthe faint click of 
telegraphinstruments. Sut tbe general at- 
mosphere is one of dreamful rest. 

The reception-rooms are, forthe most part, 
used as club-rooms by the, professional politi- 
cal _itters, who area shade too haughty to 
take to park benches and who seem to have 
the impression that reading newspapers with 
an air of political keenness is laboring for the 
cause. When they are not at their dally toil 
in this way there is a general suggestion 
about them of hours of recuperation passed 
in the intellectual atmosphere of beer. The 
headquarters opens at § o’clock In the morn- 
ing. The sitters turn up for the day’s labor 
between Sand t0. With brief adjournments 
for midday beerand onthe joyous occasions 
when they have opportunities to accept 
liquid hospitality from some enthusiastic 
casual visitor, they remain conscientiously 
on duty until closing time in the eariy hours 
ofthe evening. : 

WAITING FOR INVITATIONS. 

They are modest, silent and unobtrusive— 
these poor old back numbers of politicians 
run to They furtivelty ‘‘sizeup’’ all 
other callers, and seem to labor under a con- 
stant apprehension that the fact that 
they are occupying space ana  ehairs 
will become a subject of official at- 
tention. The heaviest days, when the 
reception rooms wlll be crowded, when 
there will be a hurried coming and 
going of busy feet, and when there willl be in 
gira frequent aroma as of inbibed alcohol, 
bringing with it the rainbow promise of be- 
ing invited to ‘‘Come out and join us’’—these 
golden days are stili, for the sitters, among 
the bright dreams ofthe future. When those 
times come they will no longer have to bDasely 
grovel in the supercillous presence of the 
office-boy, nor bestow sycophantic beams 
upon his artless diversions and smile ap- 
provingly upon him when he unbends toa 
facetious mood.

centers of political activity in seasons when 
great elections are pending. 

You must not trust to your first impression 
on entering elther of the great party head- 
quarters in Filth avenue that nothing, or 
next to nothing, is being cone. The total 
stranger to tre ways and methodasand menof 
am great American political power-station 
would indeed fall into many other errors 
than this. For instance, if he came quite 
from abroad, fromthe planet Mars, say, he 
would probably select the office boy as the 
party’s candidate for President of the United 
States, and note down the memorandum that 
even candidates for that lofty place were 
haughtier than monarchs in actual posses- 
sion of thelr thrones. starting with thatas 
a basis, his mind would soar in vain to grasp 
in Imagination what an awful person a Presi- 
dent after being duly elected must be, The 
easy, affable bearing of superiority of the 
office boy ineven humbier walks of life isa 
constant source of admiration tothe obser.

REPUBLICAN DECORATIONS, 

Then, again, the gentleman from Mars 
would probably note with surprise the obvi- 
ous fact that the decoration of the reception 
rooms bad for some curious reason been 
placed inthe hands of acorps of pecullarly 
fantastic maniacs... On no other basis, for 
instance, provide’ he were ignorant of their 
tremendous weight in securing @ sound ad- 
ministration of Government, could he ex- 
plain the array of gaudy feather-dusters, 
variegated by grotesque white hats, which 
adorn the ralings of the Re.

When 
the committee sawone sample of that Bow 
allideaofother decoration ceased. James 
Olive r’s Bow isa poem; would you frame a 
poem in political banners and jack-lanterns? 
Thus reasoned the committee and thus re- 
mained the Bowin all its classical, statuesque 
simplicity—a monument to the committee’s 
faultiess taste. 

In order to see Mr. Oliver’s Bow at its best 
occasion should be taken to visit headquart- 
ers at hours when ladies call—that is to say, 
in the afternoon hours. It would be unrea- 
sonable to expect Mr. Oliver, in the hurry and 
bustle of receiving mere men Visitors, to give 
all the finest touches of his art upon every 
Bow he bestows. ‘There is, to be sure, @ mas- 
ter’s touch upon even his commonest saluta- 
tion and nothing is more beautiful, indeed, 
than to observe the nice shades of distinctiou 
he throws into his greetings of all comers, 
from the bluff, genial, hearty man-to-man 
grasp of the hand which he bestows upon the 
Colonel from the West and South, tothe re- 
served dignity with which he distantly sa- 
lutes the possible mugwump. All thisisa 
study initse!lf and shows how marvelously 
and with what lightning-like precision Mr, 
Oliver judges men and human hature, But 
it is only when ladies call that this 
political Chesterfield gives the real 
Oliver Bow in all its poetic grace. 
There is not-a trace of anything studied 
about hi, otherwise, of course, its artistic 
vVaiue would be lessened. The only device— 
if device it may be called—with which Mr. 
Oliver heightens the effect of his salutatory 
vem is that he dresses throughout in very 
light-colored clothing. This, in a measure, is 
rendered necessary, troman artistic stand- 
point, by the dull redtintof the walls. The 
statuesque effect is, of course, greatly in- 


ground of that nature. 

It is only, of course, in the most general 
terms that an idea of the Oliver Bow can be 
conveyed. The ‘‘business’’ of the bow—to 
borrow aterm from the stage-—is, however, 
very simple. Mr. Oliver’s desk is across the 
room and directly opposite the entrance 
door. The moment a lady appears, no mat- 
ter how preoccupied he may De, Mr. Oliver 
springs to his feet.

Nothing short of absolute observation will 
convey an idea of the beautiful, the ideal 
reality. 
TONS OF CORRESPONDENCE. 

But even at this dull moment in the pollti- 
cai canvass there are things at the two head- 
quarters other than mere decorative attrac- 
tions. The fact that putting together and 
machinery of a national headquarters and 
then putting the machinery in motion has 
been reduced to something like a fine art, ac- 
counts to a great extent for the apparent 
lack of noise and clatter when the engine 
works. The factthat both headquarters to 
gether are paying the Government some- 
thing like $4 a day for postage stamps 
pretty clearly showsthat the hours of the 
men wh putintheir timethere are not ex- 
actly hours of idleness. The matter sent out 
by tne twoliterary bureaus runs up intothe 
tons every week, and the correspondence is 
something appalling to contemplate even 
now. itis only because the machines run so 
smoothly that the impression of their being 
little doing is conveyei. There are some- 
thing like fifty people at each head- 
quarters putting in . fair day’s labor 
every day ana later on the forces must be in- 
creased... Both concerns occupy entire four- 
story homses, using every room from garret 
to basement. Ineachbitisat the top of the 
house thatthe wire-pulling ends and long- 
headed work is done. There are sanctums to 
which only the favored few succeed in pene- 
trating... The entertainment and decorative 
rooms of the concern are in both cases on the 
floor abovetie basement. There the major- 
ity of the visitors get, and there they write 
names and are bowed to and treated witha 
distinction which makes them proud of their 
party and thelr platform, They are furn- 
ished with circular tin badges a trifie smaller 
than the corners of the old-tashioned black- 
ing boxes. ‘There 1s a hole inthetop, and 
the happy possessor can puta string through 
itand hahgit around his neck if helikes. 
This, too, hasa tendency to make him feel 
that he has raliied to the country’s rescue at 
a critical incment in her history.

BURIED SEVENTEEN DAYS.

The Remarkab!is Survival of Three En- 
tombed Miners in Bohemia. 


The teaching of experience as illustrated 
by several recent instances of prolonged av 
stinence, though it may afford some idea of 
human endurance in this particular under 
special conditions, bas yet provided no cer- 
tain criterion of the vital resistance possessed 
by the average man when stddenly de- 
prived of every form of sustenance. The 
measure oftuis force may hevertheless be 
gauged with approximate correctness from 
the history of recurrent Instances of pro.- 
longed and accidental privation. Asan ex- 
ample the following is remarkable even in 
this category. 

It is the narrative of three Bohemian 
miners, who, after being entombea by a fall 
of sana in the pit where they were working 
were finally rescued alive, though, of course, 
inan utterly prostrate condition, seventeen 
days iater. During the period of their live 
burial air was pumped down tothem by bore 
holes. On this they may be said to have lived 
without food and without water. The total 
want of the latter is wiat makes their survi- 
valsoremarkabie. [ut for this essential the 
longer fasts of professionai fasting men would 
have been quite impossible. Wecan have no 
difficulty in understanding generally why 
this holds trueif we bear in mind tne fact 
that not only does water constitute by far 
the greater constituent of every tissue, but 
that without its due proportion the circala- 
tion and nutrition of the biood, and that 
needful if costiy chemical change upon 
which all tisste repair depends, would be 
alike Impossible. 

In endeavoring totracethe rationale ofa 
life persistinz, asinthe case of the buried 
miners, in spite of the absence of every nat- 
ural condition, we must notice one or two 
significant points. In the first place their 
condition was that of rest, their functional 
metabolism being proportionately less active, 
their waSie of tissue diminisned, and their 
output of carbonic acid not so likely to over- 
charge the surrounding atmosphere. Fur- 
ther. we may take for granted thet a robust 
physique had no small share in the conserva- 
tion OT Vital energy. Much depends in such 
cases on the amount of nitrogenous matter 
most parc in muscular tis- 
changes, 
We may safcly assumethatiheamount of 
reserve nitrogen in the case of these men was 
not meager. itis mainly, no doubt, to this 
that we must attribute not 
only the fact of their existence. but the still 
move remarkable prospect of their convales- 
cence and ultimate recovery.

General Alarm for a Blaze at the Boat- 
man’s Bank Building. 


MR. SHAPLEIGH POSITIVE THAT IT WAS 
A FIRE BUG’S WORK. 


How the Fire Was Discovered—A Great 
Flood of Water Saves the Big Building 
From Destruction But Does Consider- 
able Damage—What Mr. Frank Shap- 
leigh Has to Say. 


The Boatman’s Bank Building on the north- 
west corner of Fourth street and Washington 
avenue, occupied by the A. F. Shapleigh 
Hardware Co., was set on fire by an incen- 
diary at about 6 o’clock yesterday evening 


and the big, seven-story building  nar- 
rowly escaped destruction. The damage to | 
the stock and building will amount to fully | 
$20,000. 

How the fire started no one interested was 
able tosay. At6o’clock everyone was out 
of the building except Mr, Faltmann, fore- 
man of the third floor, and two clerks and 
Mr. Frank Shapleigh, manager .of the com.- 
pany, was in the office on the first floor. All 
lights were out inthe building, except those 


in use by the clerks onthe ‘third floor anda 
single light used by Mr. 
office. At 6:30 0’clock Mr. Orr, a friend of Mr. 


opposite side of the street,. when he saw 
smoke issuing from the windows of the 
fourth floor. He hurried across the street 
and called the attention of Mr. Shapleigh by 
battering on the door, 

A GENERAL ALARM. 

A stillalarm was givento EngineCo. 23 0n 
Third and Washington avenue, and on 
their arrival one of the men 
turned on an alarm. <A few minutes 
later a general alarm was sounded. About 
the.same time Mr. Orr saw the smoke Mr. 
Taltmann, onthethird floor, heard a noise 
on the floor above, and knowing no one was 
in the building above the third floor, he hur- 
ried upstairs. He opened the door at the 
head of the Stairs and was nearly 
knocked down by a cloud of smoke. 
He ran down stairs to give the alarm and 
met the firemen comingup. They found the 
fire had made considerable headway among 
the piles of boxes which were stacked In tiers 
about the floor, and the fre was creeping 
along the cellingand around the supporting, 
posts. The windows had not been 
blown out, and the fire bad 
no draft, but the heat in 
the closed room was sointense the firemen 
could not fightthe flamesexcept from the 
stairway and fire escape. It wasa stubdborn 
biaze and only succumbed after four streams 
of water had played on it for fifteen minutes. 
The bullding is built onthe milling or slow 
combination plan, and the double floors 
held the water until it was 
a foot deep. Thea it began 
to pour in streams down into the third, 
second and first floors, destroying allexposed 
hardware on the two floors below. ghe 
fourth floor was used for the storage of hard- 
ware in the original wooden cases or boxes, 
and also for broken lots of shelf goods. 
Though not destroyed, these goods will prove 
a loss,the heat,steam and water making them 
unsalable. On the third fidor are $60,000 warth 
ofknives in the original packages, which 
were drenched with water. On the second 
fleor were $50,000 worth of guns, which were 
also drenched with water notwithstanding 
the efforts of the salvage corps men to pro- 
tect them, Above the fourth fioor very lttle 
damage was done. 

A FIREBUG’S WORK. 

Mr. Frank Shapleigh was seen after the ex- 
citement had subsided and asked what he 
thought was the cause of! the fre. 

‘*‘J don’t know,’’ he said. ‘‘All the men 
were out of the building except the men 
onthe third floor and myself. There are no 
lights left burning and there is no chance for 
spontaneous combustion inastock of hard- 
ware. Wehave no electric lights above the 
third floorand it could not have been caused 
by the crossing of the wires.’’ 

*‘*Do you suspect anyone?’’ 

‘*No. Lhave nosuspicions, 
clined to believe it is the work 
diary.’’ 

Aithough Mr. Shapleigh would not say so 
toareporter he told his fmends standing 
about thatsome one was trying ‘‘to do the 
house up,’’ but for what reason he did not 
know. There was no dissatisfaction among 
the clerks and no.one had been discharged 
recently who bore any enmity against the 
house. 

Two weeks ago a mysterious fire was 
started on the seventh floor of the building, 
which is used asa store-room, and is not 
often entered. Though aclose examination 
was made as tothe cause of the flre no con- 
clusion was come to. Capt. Evans was on 
hand promptly at this fire and hurried to the 
seventh floor, but found nothing to arouse his 
suspicions, anc was promptly at the scene 
of last night’s fire. He couid not enter the 
third floor on account of the heat at first, but 
made an examination later and found noth- 
ing. 

‘*Linspected this bullding five days ago,’’ 
said Capt. Evans, ‘‘and was satisfied with 
the mauner the stock was Kept. Al- 
though there are no electric 
enunciators or sprinklers in the build- 
ing, they Keep grenades and Babcocks 
handy on every floor. Nosmoking is allowed 
under pain of instant dismissal and no lights 
are left burning after 6 o’clock. It is my 
opinion that there isa fire bug in that house 
and we will find him.’’ 

Mr. Shopleigh could not tell how much 
stock the firm carried just now nor how much 
insurance there was. From another source 
it was learned that the firm had a stock of 
$350,000 or $400,000 and that the insurance was 
placed with W. H. Markham and H. M, Bilos- 
soen. The logs will be at least $20,000.

Louls 
Knights that at the convention held in Phila 
delphia, Pa., two years ago for the election 
of the Supreme officers, the Supreme 
officer knew at that time that Treasurer 
©’ Brien was $22,000 short ih his accounts, yet 
every official indorsed him for re-election, 
anda ne was unanimously re-elected. Certain 
members of the order inthis city openly state 
that when O’Brien was re-elected he wasa 
defaulter, and rather than to show himas 
such the supreme officer shielded him by urg- 
ing his re-election; and the trustees made 
affidavit and vouched for him toa New York 
trust company that went his bond for 
two years. Since his re-election he has ab- 
sconded with $75,000 0f the Widows and Or- 
phans’ fundof the order, and,as aconse- 
quence, the members of the society are up in 
arms against the re-election of any of the old 
officers. A well-known Catholic pricst of the 
city,in writing to Mr, John F. O’Grady of 
No. 5032 Ridge avenue in regard to the defal- 
cation, sald: ‘‘If O’Brienis guilty of steal- 
ing, Dr. Coleman, the President, and every 
officer of the Supreme Councll are not with- 
out blame. It largely depends on the suc- 
cess of this body, the removal of 
the oid ofilcers, ‘Their re-election means 
bad faith and will terminate in no 
good to hard working Catholic Knights in 
Missouri or any other State. At the conven.

gatesare sent from Missourl that are op- 
posed to the re-election ofa single man that

WHEAT AVERAGE BETTER THAN IN THE 
PRECEDING TEN YEARS. 


September Condition of Corn Not Quite so 
Good asin Recent Previous Years— 
Eomewhat Injured by Drought in 
Middle States—The Condition of Cot- 
ton. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The September re- 
port of the average condition of winter and 
spring wheat as harvested is 85.3. The 
August average for spring wheat is 87.3, and 
the July condition of winter wheat was 89.6. 

The statistician of the Department of Ag- 
riculture reports a decline in the September 
condition of corn to 79.5 from 82.5 in August. 
The change is slight in the corn Delt States 
exceptin Kansas. The present condition is 
75 in Ohio, 75 in Indiana, 70 in Illinois, 78 in 
Iowa, 82 in Missouri, 70 in Kansas and 76 in 
Nebraska, In other States the average of 
condition is everywhere higher thah the 
national average, except in Michigan and 
Wisconsin, 

Compared with September reports of the 
past ten years only tnree were lower—70.1 in 
1890, 72.3 in 1887, 76.6 in 1886. The present fig- 
ures are between 5 and 6 points below the ay- 
erage of the ten previous years. The crop is 
well grown and maturing rapidly without 
frostinthe Eastern States. In the Middle 
States drought has injured corn, and es- 
pecially in New Jersey and Pennsylvania, re-~ 
ducing the condition 5 péints in each, while 
in New York it is only depressed from 89 to 79. 
In Delaware last planted corn has been in- 
jured. In Maryland and Virginia drought 
also caused a serious reduction, while from 
South Carolina around to Texas the condl- 
tion is well maintained and no figures fall to 
90, except those of Florida and Mississippi. 
Rains in most of this region have interfered 
with cultivation and in some districts rolling 
of the ears is reported. In Texas and 
Arkansas good crops ‘are assuredand a fair 
crop is made in Tennessee. 

Corn has improved in Central Ohio and de- 
clined from drought in the southern counties. 
Decided improvement is reported from In- 
diana. There has been injury from drought 
in Michigan, Illinois and Kansas and 
in, less degree in Missourf and Iowa. 
The crop is late throughout the North- 
west. No injury from frost is reported, 
The September average condition of winter 
and spring wheat, as harvested, is 85.3. The 
August average for spring wheat is 87.3, and 
the July condition of winter wheat was 89,6. 
The average decline since previous reports 
therefore exceeds three points. In the pre- 
ceding ten years the condition was lower in 
1883, 1885, 1887, 1888 and 1890. The average of 
ten years is 86. In the Middle States the 
quality is medium. Rust is reported 
to some extent. In the South the 
berry was generally very plump and 
sound when harvested, but has been dam- 
aged somewhat by prevalent rains. The 
yield of Illinois wheat has generally met the 
expectations andis good in Southern Indi- 
ana, but disappointing in some districts of 
that State and Ohio. The forcing weather of 
June produced alarge growth of straw in 
Michigan, while later conditions resulted in a 
small and shrunken berry. The yield in 
Southern and Western Missouri was some- 
what betterthan was expected, though it 
was disappointing in other sections. Quality 
is excellent in Kansas andthe quantity ex- 
ceeds expectations. 

In the spring wheat region the crop is light 
in Wisconsin, and barely an average one in 
Minnesota. From 65 to 75 per cent of the 
South Dakota crop was harvested on the Ist 
of September, relatively smallin yield, with 
a somewhat shriveled berry. A medium 
crop bas been gathered on the Pacific Coast. 
In Washington there was some improvement 


in August. 

The conditions ofthe other crops Is as fol- 
lows: Oats, 89.9; rye, 85.5; barley, 87.4; buck- 
wheat, 89; potatoes, 74.8; tobacco, 79.9. This 
isa reduction in everything except rye and 
barley. P 


GOVERNMENT COTTON REPORT: 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 10.—The cotton 
report of the Department of Agriculture in- 
dicates a lower condition of the crop than In 
any September since 1883. The average is 
76.8, ,against 82.7 last year and 85.5 in 1890. 
The decline since Aug. 1 exceeds five points. 


The State averagesare: Virginia, 75; North 
Carolina, 76; South Carolina, 77; Georgia, 79; 
Florida, 66; abama, 72; Mississip me. 
Louisiana, 76; Texas, 81; Arkansas, 7¥; Ten- 
nessee, 79. On the Atlantic Coast the rainfall 
of the season has not been excessive, but 
unequally distributed. Heavy rains in the 
early season, followed by croage later, has 
caused s ding of f s and leaves, pre- 
mature ripening and rotting of bolls. De- 
layed planting and obstructed cultivation 
were the resultsof the season of excessive 
tion, making. the crop universally

COMES AS A LEGATE. 


Importance of Archbishop Satolli’s Visit 
to This Country. 


TO COLLECT STATISTICS OF THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH IN AMERICA. 


Great Changes in Church Management 
Here Expected When He Returns 
Home—Troubles Experienced Here by 
Archbishop Bidini on His Trip—Annual 
Meeting of the Epworth League. 


Cable advices from Rome yesterday con- 
veyed the information that Archbishop 
Satolli had been appointed a legate tothe 
United States andthat he willsail for this 
country at anearly day. The object of Arch- 
bishop Satolli’s visit to this country Isto 
gather statistics of the progress of the Cath- 
olic Church in America and a year will be de- 
voted tothetask. Itis also stated that Mon- 
signor O’Connell, rector of the Amer- 
ican College in Rome, will accom- 
pany Archbishop Satolli. The Archbishop 
is an intimate friend and confidant of 
the Pope and itis more than probable that 
he has been commissioned to come to this 
country because His Holiness desires to ob- 
tain an exact idea of the state of the Church 
in this country from a mind which reflects his 
own. The Pope hasoften declared that he 
gave much thought to Roman Catholics of 
America and foresaw an era of prosperity for 
them. His action in sending Archbishop Sa- 
tolli to this country confirms the Pope’s 
words. 

Archbishop Satolli is a man of about 53 
years of age and is a native of Perugia, 
where Pope Leo XIII, was born. 

HEIS KNOWN HERE. 

The Archbishop is by no means a stranger 
to America and Americans, because he has 
for many years been professor of dogmatic 
theology in the Propaganda, and in that 
capacity came in touch with the many 
American students in Rome. He was also the 
representative of the Pope at the dedication 
of the Catholic college at Washington, 
D. C., in November, 1589. On 
that occasion he celebrated pontifical 
mass in the new chapel of the university. 
Many of the Archbishop’s former pupils took 
advantage of that opportunity to visit him 
and goover old associations, Among those 
who had sat at the feet of the Archbishop in 
the lecture hallat Rome and listened to his 
exposition of the philosophy and theology of 
St. Thomas Aquinas was Father John Lang, 
assistant to Father Brady at St. John’s 
Church, thiscity. Father Lang was one of 
the servers at the Archbishop’s mass, 
celebrated in the College Chapel 
on that day of dedication. Archbishop 
Satolli was also present at the elaborate ban- 
guet given at the untversity on the day of 
dedication and responded in Latin to one of 
the toasts. President Harrison and Mr. 
blaine, then Secretary of State, were among 
the distinguished guests atthe festal board, 
The Archbishop did not tarry long in Amer- 
ica on that occasion, but returned soon after 
to his theological lectures. Heisa man very 
learned in theology and abstract sciences, 

IN FAVOR WITH THE POPE. 

He is in high favor with the Pope, 
whom he reseinbles in bent or 
mind and in intellectual attainments. 
But Archbishop Satolliis not unskilled in the 
arts of diplomacy. On the contrary his 
trainingin the diplomatic schools of Rome 
has well fitted him for State affairs of any 
kind, His talents in this direction will find 
ample field for development in his labors in 
this country, where the issues between many 
ofthe prelates are sharply drawn and very 
antagonistic. To the outer world the Arch- 
bishop will be absorbed in an endless round 
of church dedications, receptions by col- 
lege students, responses to Greek 
and Latin addresses and other 
holiday labors. But the fruit of his visit will 
ripen only when he returns to Rome and sub- 
mits his report tothe Pope. If the results of 
similar visits by Roman legates tothis and 
other countries be repeated in Archbishop 
Satolli’s case, then new bishops and import- 
ant changes will follow in the wake of his 
American tour. 

the term legate, applied to Archbishop 
Satolli, will not have the same significance 
which usually attachesto this office, coming 
as he is to the American RKepublic. 
In other words, he will not be 
accredited to the Government of the 
United States, for his labors will be restricted 
to church affairs, and unconnected with 
matters of State, properly so-called. 

LEGATE BEDINI’S EXPERIENCE. 

His career in America will certainly be 
very different from that of the only Roman 
legate who has heretofore come to the United 
States. In 1853, Archbishop Bedini of Genoa 
was sent on a tour of investigation to this 
country. The Know Nothing agitation was 
then atthe climax, and many Italian and 
other European refugees had flocked 
to American shores after the collapse 
of the revolutions of 1848, These 
two circumstances made Archbishop Bedini’s 
American tour a train of insults and obloquy. 
John Gilmary Shea, in his *‘History of the 
Catholic Church in America,’’ gives a sketch 
of Bedini’s troubles, He began well, being 
received by President Franklin Pierce and 
showed everyjcourtesy by the high Govern- 
ment officials. Butsoon a party of Italians 
that had suffered at the hands of 
the Austrians, who occupied North- 
ern Italy until routed by Napoleon 
Ill, of France x 1848, preferred against 
the. Archbishop a 
had been perpetrated by the Austrian civil 


and military authorities. The charges were | 


reiterated by several New York papers, and 
caused the Archbishop much trouble. He 
was burnedinefgy in several large cities, 


Cincinnati to captureand hang him, and to 
burn the Catholic Cathedral in that 


city. The civil authorities, however, | 


acted promptly and captured the 
conspirators, together. with their arms, their 
banners and the gallows on which they had 
intended to execute Archbishop Bedini. The 
legate then attempted to settle several dis- 
putes between trustees and pastors of 
churches in Buffalo and Philadelphia. The 
trustees demurred to his interference, how- 
ever. aeey refused to submit to the decisions 
of the Archbishop, and insulted him and the 
Pope who had commissioned him. They took 
the disputes into court and attempted to se. 
cure legislation in the State of New York ad- 
verse to the Catholics who sided with 
the priests and the Pope’s representative. 
In a senatorial discussion Lewis Cass and 
eight other members censured in the piainest 
terms the ‘‘foreiun refugees who Geoeaht 
disgrace on this country.’’ Archbishop 
Bedini consecrated St. John’s Cathedral at 
Milwaukee before his departure. He had a 
farewell interview with President Pierce and 
sailed for London in February, 1854. He was 
made acardinal on his return to Rome and 
died in 1854.

‘*] can not say further that what Ihave 
already made known, Of course we will en- 
deavor to lay the best possible plans to in- 
sure a victory.

I would rather have one man 
to vote our ticket and indorse our principles 
than to havea hundred voters marched to 
the polls at the muzzle of a shotgun 
at the command of a master who 
had the power to keep bread 
and meat from the mouths of the children 
of the voter.

LOSS OF ARKANSAS. 

**What do you credit the loss of Arkansas 
_ ; Were you not confident of carrying the 

tate?’’ 

s ‘‘No.Weneverthought of receiving a major- 
ity or plurality of votes at the state election, 
but we did expect a larger vote than what 
we received. So far, I know nothing of what 
our vote oreither one of the otiier parties 
hasbeen. Wedid not think that Arkansas 
would poll 40,000 votes lessat the State elec- 
tion than she didin 1890. We also expected 
at leasta decent show at the hands of the 
Democratic-.party inthe way of representa- 
tion at the polls. It is the dominant party 
in the State, and has used that position 
ina brutalway. In myopinion the Demo- 
crats have made a great mistake. Iiwoyears 
ago they madea great dealof political capital 
in opposition of what they called the Force 
bill; in fact, it turned the tide in their favor. 
If they would have hadan honest election in 
Arkansas and Alabama they would have 
maintained their prestige on this question at 
the November election. But the frauds com- 
mitted in these two States will bring a strong 
reaction in favor of some measure for the pro- 
tection ofthe people atthe ballotbox.

WILL ASK FOR SUPERVISORS. 

‘Will the People’s party in the south peti- 
tion to the Federal Courts for supervisors and 
United States Marshals at t November 
election?’’ 

‘*Yes. Ihave word to that effect from Ten- 
nessee, Alabama and Arkansas. I do not 
know anything about the balance of the 
States. in Tennessee they have already peti- 
tioned for the same, and I presume they will 
in a few other States. Our people down 
there say that they must protect ‘themselves 
from the machine and the negro voter, that 
is, they must prevent the machine from 
counting the negro vote regardless of whether 
or not he oes to the polls, and if he does gO 
to see that his vote is counted the way it is 
cast. Heretofore they have counted it just to 
suit themselves and that is what our people 
object to. We want protection from the 
machine above everything else, and we are 
going to have it, or Know the reason why,’’

It wason this date, the 20th day of May, 
1892, that the People’s party was born among 
cheers of enthusiasm.

States are claimed by the managers of the 
third party, and it but remains to be seen 
whether or not the voters of these States wiil 
indorse the ‘‘reform movement.’’ 

ENTHUSIASM IN OHIO. 

After the St. Louls conference considerable 
eithusiasm was nroused in Ohio which fe- 
sulted in the following call being made from 
Cincinnati: : 

Whereas, In unity there fs strength; therefore it is 
desirable that there should be a union of ail the 
various organizations that stand on common ground. 

Tothis end the individuals from various states, 
whose names are hereto signed, make this call fora 
national conference, to be composed of delegates 
from the following organizations, namely: The Inde- 
pendent party, the People’s party, the Union Labor 

arty, the late Federal and Confederate soldiers, the 
‘armers’ Alliance, the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, the Citizens’ Alliance, the Knights of 
Labor, tne Colored Farmers’ Alliance 
an all other industrial organizations 
that support the_ principles of the _ 8t. 
Louis agreement of Derenee. 1889. Each State 
Organization to send one délegate trom each Con- 
gress District, and two from the State at large; and 
each district organization to send not less than three 
delegates and each county organization not less than 
one delegate, to be chosen according to the custom 
of each respective organization dnring the month of 
January, 1391; also that the editor of each news- 
paper is hereby invited as a delegate that nas ad- 
vocated the principles of the St. Louis agreement, 
+t cates the candidates nominated thereon in 

890. 

The delegates to meet in the City 
on Monday, Feb. 23, 1891, at 2 o’c 
the purpose of forming a national union party basea 
upon the fundamental ideas of finance, transporta- 
tion, labor and land, and the transaction of other le- 
gitimate business in furtherance of the work already 
begun by these organizations preparatory toa united 
struggie forcountry and homein the great political 
conflict now pending that must decide who is the 
sovereign—the citizen or the doilar. 

The call had the desired effect, as a number 
of politicians, hungry for office and not be- 
ing recognized at the hands of either of the 
two great parties, sawachance to forma 
third party. Among the more prominent 
men who were present at the convention 
were Jerry Simpson, Ignatius Don- 
nelly, Congressman Livingston, the 
great and only Powderly and “his 
bright and shining opponent, Gompers, Pres- 
ident of the American Federation of Labor. 
There were over 1,500 delegates present and 
it was at this convention that the People’s 
party was created. At the Omaha conven- 
tion Gen. J. B. Weaver was selected as stand- 
ard bearer, with Gen. Field as a /run- 
ning mate. Since their nomination they have 
made a tour of the Middle States and are now 
actively engaged inthe campaign intheSouth, 
Gen, Weaver is a man of more than ordi- 
nary ability and can entertain an assemblage 
ina pleasing manner. Heis59 years of age 
and is a native of Dayton, O. Heisa gradu- 
ate of the Cincinnati Law School and wasa 
practicing lawyer at the opening of the war, 
and enlisting asa private he rose to general- 
ship. After the war he returned tohis legal 
profession and became District Attorney of 
Dayton. When the Greenback party was 
created he left the Republican party-and 
allied with the new party. Gen) Weaver has 
a peculiar fondness for the presidency, as he 
was a candidate on the Greenback ticket in 
1880 and worked hardfor the nomination at 
Omaha. He once served a term in Oon- 
gress and is at present editor of the Farmers’ 
en an Alliance paper published at Des

The manner in 
which clerks have been paid and classified 
has long been admitted by the authori- 
tles at Washington to be def 
but there’ has been great difficulty e 
enced in obtaining the requisite legislation, 
It was toaid in bringing this matter to the 
attention of Congress that the association 
was first formed. For two years nothing was 
accomplished. Petition after petition was 
sent to the President and the House of Repre- 
sentatives, asking that a better rate of com- 
pensation, a fairer grading and more ex t 
rules in regard to promotion be adopted: bbe 
nothing came of it. Finally; in 1890, in con- 
junction with the other two orders, pressure 
was brought to bear which resulted 
in an act grading the clerks 
more exactly, and raising tf 
salaries of those in the higher grades, a 


wellas fixing the hours of work at eight. | 


Another important measure passed was that 
granting a fifteen days’ annual leave of ab- 
sence to postal clerks. But in many in- 
stances this proved to be inoperative, as no 
appropriation was made to fill the places of 
those who were 80 absent, and in the smaller 
offices little benefit was derived, githough th

Ten Thousand Children Every Year 
Enter This Asylum. 


SOME OF THEM HAVE DONKEYS AND 


COWS FOR WET-NURBSES. 


Nell Nelson’s Visit to the Greatest OCom- 
munity of Children in the World—The 
Refuge for Foundlings, Founded 300 
Years Ago by a Good Churchman, Now 
in the Hands of the State.

PARIS, Sept. 1.—Refuge for Foundiings, Rue 
Denfert-Rocherau, Paris, ig the private ad- 
dress of the 40,000 sorrowful little boys and 
girls who have been abandoned by their un- 
natural parents. It costs the Department of 
the Seine $2,000,000 a year to keep these poor 
little nobodies alive. But they must live. 
They are the children of the public now. To- 
morrow they will be citizens of France and 
the nation cannot afford to let one of them 
perish. 

The economic measures pursued by the A4d- 
ministration Generale del’Assistance Pub- 
lique to combat the depopulation that threat - 
ens.tthe Republic have attracted the attention 
of physicians, philanthropists and statisti- 
cians allover the world, and scarcely a day

Last year there were 
only forty-nine infants murdered and not one 
child was arrested for begging. Now nothing 
remains of the original monastery but the 
creche.

Atthe lightest touch of the bell 
button which so many trembling fingers save 
pressed, the heavy gate swings open and the 
concierge appears. Beyond the porte co- 
chere the visitor finds himselfin a iarge 
square paved with cobble stones and laid out 
like a great college settlement. The buila- 
ings are stone or plastered brick, very long, 
and never over three stories high. Broad 
streets with lamp posts and shade trees sep- 
arate these houses, each an institution by 
itself; at the end are gardens, beautifully 
cultivated, and playgrounds and gymnasiums 
forthe children. The isolated pavilions are 
ina remote section, separated from one an- 
other by open spaces and gardens. This de- 
tachment of buildings floods every room with 
sunlight and fresh air.

The new batteries under construction at 
Sandy ‘Hook, for which placethe new plans 
provide extremely strong fortifications and a 
heavy armament, will consist of 12-inch 
mortars, 12 and 10 inch disappearing guns 
and perhaps of two 8inch dynamite 
guns. Under such conditions it will become 
dificult for a foreign fleet to approach the 
Hook safely. Should, however, the fleet of 
the enemy be able torun this gauntiet, si- 
lence Sandy Hook and approach the main 
channel leading into the Lower Bay, it would 
be exposed tothe fire of the guns from Fort 
Wadsworth, Fort Hamilton and Plum’s 
Island. The latter place occupies a promi-

consider all: questions of external defense. 
Its efforts in this direction have met with 
little support from Congress. For more than 
six years.all the plans for an effective coast 
and harbor defense of the United States have 
been ready. The means, however,which leg- 
isiation sparingly grants for the purpose, are 
so utterly inadequate to meetthe actual re- 
quirements, thatjat the rate at which the|work 
of constructing forts and batteries is now 
pushed forward, it will take at least twelve 
years before anything like an effective coast 
and harbor defense can be established. 

France,’ Germany, England, Russia and 
Italy have spent hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in order to fortify their coast and protect 
their commercial centers, yet the United 
States remain in comparative indifference— 
the latest appropriations made here hardly 
cover one-twelfth of what is needed. Ger- 
many bas spent more than $50,000,000, to 
create Wilhelmshaven and toobtain Heltgo- 
land, allforthe sole purpose of protecting 
its two most important seaports, Bremen 
and Hamburg. ‘The fortifications of Toulon 
cost France more than it would cost the Unil- 
ted States to fortify New York and San Fran- 
cisco, andthe first Mapoleon, realizing the 
plight of the small town of€herbourg, sank 
nearly $30,000,000 in constructing the now al- 
most useless stone walls which were intended 
not only to make a harbor but also to protect 
that port against the ianding of a foreign 
feet. 

The defense of fiew York City necessitates 
strong fortified points along the Sound and 
New York Bay. /The new plans for the de- 
fense, which hafre been elaborated by the 
Board of Fortififations underthe direction 
of such eminent engineer officers as Gen. 
Abbot, Col. G. L. Gillespie and others, are 
masterpieces froma military pointof view, 
but before dwelling upon them it Is of inter- 
est to throw a flashlight on the present situ- 
ation first. 

Fort Wadsworth and Fort Hamilton, which 
now defend the Narrows, are armed each 
with about one hundred and twenty cast- 
iron guns, the firing of which, even ifit could 
doany harm to a foreign fleet, is hardly 
safe forthose who would bave to train and 
servethem. To Fort Wadsworth must, how- 
ever, be awarded the palm of superlatwe sit- 
The actual date of establishment is 
unknown, butit was used asa military sta- 
tion priorto the warofi8i2. From its tur- 
rets 146 feet above tide-water, may be en- 
joyed the finest land and water view around 
New York. Situated as it is in a most favor- 
able position, it could easily command the 
waters of the upper and lower bay ifit were 
a strongly fortified place. } 

The military advantages of !ts position are 
almost unique andof incalculable value, yet 
at present the whole armament of the fort on 
which one couldrely in case of need consists 
of two ‘‘converted’’ 10-inch rifles which can 
only throw shelisthat have a very inferior 
penetrating power at a short range. The 
layman who visits Fort Wadsworth and looks 
at the old cast iron gunsand mortars imag- 
ines them formidable war engines, but none 
of them, if they would be fired without a risk 
to the gunners, is capable of preventing even 
the passing of an unarmored cruiser through 


teries to be erected there will also chiefly 
consist of mortars and disappearing l0and 
12-inch guns. The latter defend strongly 
the entrance of the channel to 
the Lower Bay opposite Sandy Hook, 
also the lower bay above Sandy Hook 
and also the passage to the deep water pock- 
et leading from the Atlantic directly to 
Rockaway inlet. Thelatter point being, as 
stated before, within the reach of the mur- 
derous fire from the heavy guns at Fort 
Wadsworth and alsothe mortars from Peum 
Island, could not be used as a safe anchorage 
place for even the strongest fronclads afloat. 

Once the new pians of fortification of New 
York Bay are executed and properly annexed, 
there will be no possibility for a foreign fleet 
to attack and bombard New York from this 

oint. 
Mot no less importance than the defense of 
New York Bay for the Safety of the city is— 
also the defense of the Eastern entrance— 
Long Island Sound. Here, too, nature has 


to predict that no foreign fleet will ever have 
even a chance to pass Fisher’s Island, which 
atthe entrance tothe Sound holdsin many 
respects the same position as Sandy Hook at 
the entrance to New York Bay. 

INSTRUMENTS OF DEFENSE. 

The new plans of the Engineer Department 
ef the United States War Office call for the 
construction of nine two-gun turrets (someof 
these may be erected upon the Roemer 
Shoals, near Sandy Hook, which, it is said, 
will partly be filled up), 20 casemates, 8 bat- 
teries on lifts, 89 disappearing and 144 mortar 
batteries, representing 26,685 tons of armor 
and four tons of structural metal. Thecost 
of the construction of these fortifications, in- 
cluding’: $5,250,000 for masonry work, is esti- 
mated gt $14,428,000. This amount, however, 
does not include the cost of armament, con- 
sisting of eighteen torpedo boats at $1,000,000 
and submarine mines at $411,000. The guns 
and carriages wil! require an outlay of $8,019,- 
000, so that the total cost for the new defense 
of New York amounts thus all in all to 
$23,888,000. 

The disposition of the guns and the exact 
position of the batteries will be Kept secret. 
All that can be learned is the total number of 
the different guns whichare required. There 
are needed eighteen 16-inch guns, each 
weighing 110 tons; two l14-inch guns, each 
weighing 80 tons; forty 12-inch guns, weigh- 
ing 50tons each; twenty 10-inch guns, each 
weighing 27 tons: fifteen 8-inch guns, weigh- 
ingi3 tonseach; besides one hundred and 
forty-four 12-inch mortars. Ofthese, six 16- 
inch guns, ten 12-inch guns, five 10-inch guns 
five 8-inch guns and forty-eight mortars will 
be distributed along the Sound, while the 
rest will be egy at Sandy Hook, Fort 
Wadsworth, ‘ort Hamilton and Plumb’s 
Island. The guns have been repestedly 
described, and there is scarcely any neces. 
sity torefer to them here again; but little is 
known of batteries, turrets, etc. 

‘*The solution of this problem—that Is, the 
protection of New York by a system of forts 
on sore or upon shoals—has been one of the 
most dificult problems. This condition has 
been brought about by the continuous change 
fn the condition of attack. From guns which 
once permitted the city to be defended from 
the Narrows, vessels have steadily increased 
the power of their batteries. The power of 
guns to-day isso great that ordinary masonry 
can scarcely be built thick enough to with- 
stand a heavy fire except, perhaps, at such 
enormous expense that it becomes imprac- 
ticable to use stone. The only substitute for 
the old stone walls now are steelarmor, 
iron or extended slopes of earth. Wherever 
the terrain permits it earth should be used, 
as it is less expensive and preferable to any- 
thing else. Often, however, there are points 
where there is no room for heavy earthworks 
and where fixed or movable turrets heavily 
armored become necessary. Hitherto guns 
have been mounted either in casements or en

the United States that in the pew plans nota 
single one of them has been overlooked, as 
has often been the case abroad. 

At present there are only two forts in the 
Seund on which New Yorkers have to rely 
should a foreign fleet attack the city, from 
this side, namely, Fort Willet’s Point and 
Fort Schuyler. Howimportant the defense 
of New York from the eastward is may be 
judged by the factthat an enemy able to se- 
cure the entrance tothis navigable body of 
water can easily attack and destroy all the 
wealthy cities along its shores.

Long Island, therefore, isatonce a source 
of protection, but also an element of decided 
weakness, There is hardly a strategic au- 
thority to-day who wiil not admit that it ts 
impossible to prevent troops landing when 
such an operation is effectively covered by a 
fleet, and-it.is certainly equally impossible to 
check their progress so long as they advance 
within the effective range of the fleet’s artil- 
lery. To-day nothing can prevent an enemy 
from landing. troops on Long Island,and these 
troops being able to advance under the cover 
of their fleet could easily assist thé ships by 
capturing the few batteries or mining sta- 
tions at present locate! there. In its present 
condition the fortification at Willet’s Point 
amounts to nothing. Theconstruction of the 
granite water battery resembling the one at 


barbette, where the men manning the guns 
have been sheltered, except those engaged 
in the actual handling of the piece. From 
this itis evident that a barbette gun stands 
upon a parapet fuily in view of the enemy. 

In all naval attaeks upon shore fortifica- 
tions the defense Is at a disadvantage as lon 
as the vessels of a fleet can keep moving and 
direct their fire constantly on an egual or 
less number of guns. The difficulty in hitting 
a moving object makes the artillery fire from 
shore less accurate than that from the ships 
which havea fixed objecttofreat. A con- 
tinuous hail of shot and shell is therefore 
sufficient to drive the men from the barbette 
guns and destroy the latter. To avold this 
dangera system of forts has been devised in 
which the guns are elevated toa position 
abovethe parapetat the moment of fring 
and are then allowed to sink back Into & safe 
position below, the surface level to be re. 
loaded, This form of battery is operated 
either by disappearing carriagesor by lifts. 
There are different systems of disappearing 
carriages. Many of themare based upon a 
system of counterweight, while others de- 
pend upon springs, levers or hydraulic or 
pneumatic pistons to raise the gun into firing 
position. 

The torpedo boats, submarine mines and 
movable torpedoes to be employed will form 
a strong secondary defense and greatly sup- 
port the action ofthe forts. Fixed mines are 
practically useless unless the surface above 
them can be covered by the fire of heavy 
guns, A fleet, onapproaching the entrance 
toa harbor where the commander has reason 
to expect the presence of mines, will send 
torpedo catchers and mine-destroyers ahead. 
If there are no heavy guns to drive away the 
‘obnoxious craft of the assaulting fleet the

Within 
that range, however, the whole bottom of 
the harbor within the depth accessible to 
vessels of ordinary size will be sown at fre- 
quent intervals with stationary mines con- 
taining from 500 to 1,000 pounds of explosive.

But hundreds are cruelly ex- 
posed in cemeteries, churches, gardens and 
public places, and when found by the police 
are more dead than alive. Another source of 
supply are the cottage nurseries. No less 
than 50,000 women in Paris make a profes- 
sion of receiving bables to board. At best the 
care they bestow is sight, and when the 
mysterious mother falis to pay the unfortu- 
nate little one is shamefully neglected, It is 
the custom to give the parent a month of 
grace. In the meantime poor baby has begun. 
to die, and when finally he is decorated with 
the twenty-seven olives heis nearer heaven 
thunearth, For this unfortunately too nu- 
merous Classthere is a special ward in the 
hospital, andthe doctors and nurses work 
day and night to get the fragile creatures 
started in the grand trunk line of health. 

One only learns how inhuman humanity 
can be through the histories of the Refuge 
children. Mothers will often move away from 
the apartment they have occupied for months 
or years and leavea young child in the va- 
cant room, to be tortured by rats until it is 
discovered by the éonclerge. Then there are 
the maternity hospitals, admirably managed 
and most generously supported, but wholly 
inadequate. The great majority of patients 
are disinissed eight days after the birth of 
the child, and, unless the mother’s lIlfe is in 
jeopardy, she must take her babe and quit 
the hospital on the fifteenth day. This help 
that comes too late and ends too soon {is re- 
sponsibie for hundreds of cases of abandon-

The following letter from a Pawnee Indian 
who lives near the Cherokee Strip, a small 
territory so called because the Cherokees 
@sed Go go there for that purpose, is handed 
to me by mail with a request that I will be 
‘Bind enough to edit and correct it, and then, 
if thought best, allow it to fall Into the hands 
of the press The letter is written by on In- 
Gian, somewhat advanced in years,to h 
son, who is attending the Indian school at 
Carlisle, Pa., and shows so much bumanity 
even in the bropsed bosom of the stoical war 
rior, that there can certainly be no barm 
publishing it: 

CHEROKEE 6ruir, Aug. 2. 

MY Drak Sox—We got your letter last w 
regarding your matriculation fee, but Ic 
mot answer tili I had went to town and fe 
Out what it was. That took time and t 
I meta number of old friends who was h 
me in the late war when, as you reniemb¢r, 
the Pawnees seceded from the United States. 
We met in town and passed the time of Gay, 
after which we went to the drug store and 

‘opened a bottle of pain killer, and I was late 
getting home. Your mother says that you 
must not overdo this matriculation business 
as times hereare not very plenty, 

If I had knew that education comes so high 
and had of been told about this matriculation 
Dusiness when I was East to see the Whice 
Father, I would have touched him for aid. 


Could Not Get Near Enough. 
He was very kindly toward me and wished to 
know what he could do for my people. I said 
that we wished to know more of the white 
man's religtons, and which one of them was 
the best. We have made it a business, as 
you know, to ask the different White Fathers 
at Washington this question, so that we 
might know, and their answers bave been 
Gifferent. One White Father, when we asked 
him this question, told us to ‘goto —! So we 
Still erope in darkness. ‘6 

Inote what you say regarding the band, 
and trust that you shall learn to play upon it 
if you can have a sul.able untform and buy an 
orpheciyde. You know how anxious lam to 
see you get an education, and that I shal! try 
to keep you in funds, if possibile, but It wor 
fies meat first to do tt, because you know 
whe.a poor farmerlam. The Indlan, how 
ever, suffers, but he does not weep Hie can 
endure anguish, but disdains to cry like a 
woman. 1 am an aged hemiock; so ts your 
mother. 

Possibly some day when you get educated 
you may redeem your peopie. You may be 
the Moses of ourrace. in the ‘uture you may 
get @ position ina bank, and then times with 
my people will not be 60 scarce as they are 
now. 

I want you to learn all the languages and 
to spell the hardest word,as did iiruno bem! 
Johnson, who went tothe Indian « 
Maskell and is writing this ietter for me 
Learn also to respertthe lawsof the land tn 
which you live and bow toturna jack from 
the Dottom of tiie pack witout osten tation 

I shall try to meet your demands for means 
to persecute your studies to the bitterend. I 
have had nW advVantaces myself, but nature 
endowed me richiy with a massive bratn, and 
no man ever outclassed Mle except your 
mother and that was when! hal my skates 
on, as yousay at college, having been out 
the night before brooding over the wrongs of 
my people. 

I want you to become familiar with the 
jaws of your country, so thet you can keep 
out of jalland not piead gulity, as 1 didin 
Kanras City once, not Knowing then that it 
was customary to piead not guilty aad then 
let the other side find out whether you are so 
or not. 

If I had my life tolive over again I would 
geta classical education and keep store in 
Kansas, dealing in drugs, paints, olls, dye. 
stuffs, toys, notions and stomaci Ditters for 
mechanical purposes. 

Try to study economy along with your other 
Dranches, as I hate to beef the old cow before 
cold weather, and the calf is too small to 
turn into a money order yet. 

Learn ail the languages, as I say, so that 
you can talk well with a foreigner from 
New York as you can with an American. 

Learn astronomy, lam almost ® years of 
age and C4 not Know till yesterday that the 
gun is 92,000,000 of miles: from here. These 
things are pathetic when you come to think 
aboutit. There “as bo one hear to tell me 
when I was a iad that it would take a train of 
Cars 2638 years to go to the sun, even if there 
were no accidents. I Was a giddy young 
thing and thought on!y of the present. Togo 
Oshing &8 soon as the law was up was my de- 
light, and to lead an outdoor life was the 
thing that my physician thought best for me 
at the time. 

Bo I did not know until recently that It took 
60,000 years for the light of a star to reach the 
earth, and even then that It does not amount 
to much. I crew up wild and free, and would 
have laughed to see the man who could over- 
take and matriculate me. 

Look at Alexander the Great! I did not 
know that he studied elocution without Aris- 
totie. 1 did not know thatan educated man 
could take the tariff, for instance, and use it 
as an excuse for leading an immoral life. 

But l was lefttorun wild, as it were, mak- 
ing faces at people in the springtime of life, 
end now in the autumn of my days my name 
is Dennis. Hereon the Cherokee strip !1 am 
all the time brought in contact with Inferior 

ple who have never been East. Since I 

ve Deen Kast myself I can see how rough 

end coarse we are here inthe West. We are 

earnest and open hearted, but we lack re- 
fnement.

I want you to become refined and get good 
manners. The Government will pay for the 
bulk of your education, but I want you aiso 
to learn etiquette and roulette while East.

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okee Strip are very tart and tacky, I Onda. , 


Even Black Hawk, the great orator, while 
dining with Lora Bal\imore, lam told, put 
gugar and cream on bis olives and blew the 
ts across the room ata mark. - 
It is such things as these that have kept the 
Indian back and induced people to hesitate 
about inviting him to the annual dinner of 
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ettel recognition at Washington when, 

eeehing across the table one day 
Suite House to help himself to the Presi- 
Set’s kKummel, he dragged the corner of his 
fwliman bianket through the butter by mis- 
ee, and then, with a merry laugh, wiped 
" on his hair. 

Th's afterward impbittered his whole life, 
ene he herdly went out any more after that, 
~~ 1 life at the capital as hollow and 


it has been the unfortunate history of our 
eminent red men that whenever their talents 
Savethrown them into good society they 
pave aimost universally corked themselves. 
Pook at Red Shirt in Paris and Poor Dog in 
Leadon. Itis but a repetition of our sad 
history asa people.

was no deception about It. 

These matters of history connected with the 
rise and fall of the red man give mea pain in 
the neck. You may redeem your peopie, ny 
son, and astonish the-e pligrims who came 
here to our country because they couNin't 
make aliving in Europe, and who now ask 
us to work for them and takean order on the 
store. 

Ihave already said much through the hand 
of Demi-Jobnson, and be grows weary with 
much writing, so I w!ii soon cease, but I can- 
not 40 60 Without asking you once more to 
Weigh well what I have said,
